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Court Decisions Sustain States’ 


Rights to Tax Warehoused Stocks 


Legal Review of Situation Involving Assessments 
on Goods Stored by Manufacturers

tional Distributors’ Association and with the Secre- 

taries of States and counsels for various corpora- 
tions—I mean city corporations—regarding the matter 
of taxation of stocks in warehouses, I have been forced 
to conclusions which are quite at variance with the hope 
which was expressed at the first meetings of our organi- 
zation, in Chicago and Pittsburgh. We must, first of all, 
however, clear up the situation so that we all understand 
that we are taking about the same matter. 


A great deal of my correspondence has had to do not 


y my correspondence with the members of the Na- 


with taxation of stocks in warehouses but with the fran- 
chise tax with corporations doing business in States 
other than the cities of the corporations, and I think 
there has been some confusion in the minds of some of 
our members when they have been advised that they were 
being held for a certain franchise tax, as to whether this 
was not to be considered in relation to the matter of 
taxation of stocks in warehouses. I am going to take a 
little time for something that is not, I think, germaine 
to the subject, in order to clear that up, if there be among 
us any of those who have been laboring under that mis- 
understanding. 





RESIDENT SIMON, some time ago, 

was good enough to send to each of 
our members a pamphlet upon what 
constitutes doing business, and I am 
afraid from some of the letters I have 
had that that pamphlet was laid away 
for future reference. 

It has not been made an every-day 
working document. There is no ques- 
tion at all, since the case of Paul v. 
Virginia was decided, but that corpora- 
tions outside of the State are not en- 
titled to the privilege which is guar- 
anteed by the Constitution of the United 
States to citizens of other States under-

taking to do business in the sister 
States of our Union. Under the Con- 
stitution of the United States, you 
know, it is guaranteed that the citizens 
of each State shall be entitled to all 
the privileges in each of our States that 
are given to the citizens of the State of 
which they are a resident, and when the 
question was raised in the case of Paul 
v. the State of Virginia, the Supreme 
Court of the United States decided that, 
for the construction of that clause of 
the Constitution, corporations were not 
to be considered as citizens. States 
which create corporations may give them 
the status of citizens outside of the 
limits of the State of their own creation. 
We have had the practical expression 


of this in the inference of various States 
throughout the Union to give corpora- 
tions special advantages because they 
incorporate within their borders. First 
New York and then Minnesota and now 
Delaware are holding out special in- 
ducements to corporations to become 
corporate citizens of that particular 
State and guaranteeing to them certain 
immunities and privileges which other 
States with more rigorous corporation 
laws would not permit. 

This, of course, brings immediately 
into the State of the origin of these 
corporations certain specific revenues 
which they are demanding as a reward 
for the extension of privileges which 
other States do not grant, and undoubt- 
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edly creates a splendid revenue for the 
State. 

It was my fortune not long ago to 
have a case to try against one of those 
Delaware corporations in Wilmington, 
and I was amazed to find Wilmington 
has a wonderful hotel, the Du Pont, and 
the rest of the town has three or four 
buildings of trust companies which are 
built up story upon story like Chicago 
or New York sky-scrapers. Sometimes 
as many as two hundred are in one 
room, where one or two clerks take care 
of them and maintain home offices for 
corporations. 

The logical result is a retaliation on 
the part of the other States by putting 
exceptionally stringent regulations on 
foreign corporations who find them- 
selves without any recourse under the 
Supreme Court decision in the case of 
Paul v. Virginia, which says they have 
only such privileges in States outside 
of their own State as the State in which 
they seek to operate is willing to give 
them, so in the long run the thing meas- 
ures up and the Legislatures in the vari- 
ous States have tried to even it up by 
putting the foreign corporations who 
seek to do business outside their own 
State upon an equal basis with cor- 
porations in the States. 


States’ Rights 


Now, then, we find that we are con- 
fronted with this proposition under the 
Constitution—that States have only the 
permission of putting any restrictive 
regulation or taxation regulation or 
franchise regulation upon corporations 
that are doing business within their 
borders; and there we have the subject- 
matter that is very comprehensive— 
matter which your Association has sent 
out. 

My correspondence has indicated that 
it has not been widely read, so perhaps 
I will ke pardoned if I take a word or 
two to say that the Courts of each of 
the States have the privilege of deciding 
whether the transactions which are tak- 
ing place within the State actually con- 
stitute doing business. 

Some of our Courts have been more 
rigid than others, but a fair interpreta- 
tion of all of the decisions from all of 
the States seems to be that where goods 
are sent into a State, not to the order of 
a consignee but to the order of the 
original manufacturer or owner, and 
there to be distributed to a consignee or 
an ultimate purchaser who is not known 
at the time that the shipment is made, 
there is an actual doing business within 
the State; that where conditions exist 
such as that, there is no question but 
that the State has a right to exact he 
franchise fee which it chooses to im- 
pose on foreign corporations doing busi- 
ness within the State. 

Take an illustration which is familiar 
to me of two or three varnish and finish 
corporations which are doing business 
within the State of Michigan through 
the furniture warehouse. They rent 
space in the warehouse, put in there a 
supply of varnishes or finishes they 
think are adequate to meet their needs 
for a period of three months or six

months, and their representative in that 
territory solicits orders which he fills 
from that warehouse stock. 

That has been held to be, and soundly, 
a doing business within the State and 
consequently the corporation which oper- 
ates in that way must enlist itself as 
a foreign corporation doing business 
within the State of ‘Michigan, and must 
pay the franchise fee—not an ad 
valorem fee but a franchise fee required 
of corporations for doing business within 








A SUGGESTED REMEDY 
AGAINST TAXATION 


”  einng several years of studying 
the problem of taxation of 
shippers’ stocks in public ware- 
houses, F. D. Campau of Grand 
Rapids, Mich., general counsel of 
the National Distributors’ Associ- 
ation, has come to the conclusion 
that the present remedy does not 
lie in appeal by shippers to State 
Legislatures for remedial laws, 
but that the public storage execu- 
tives themselves should take the 
subject up with local assessors. 
In a talk at the Chicago convention 
of the National Distributors’ As- 
sociation in December Mr. Campau 
made this point: 

“Warehouses where the severe 
tax is being imposed should go to 
their assessors and ask of these 
assessors that they give some con- 
sideration to the fact that some 
distributing centers are not exact- 
ing a tax and urge upon them that 
they give their own citizens, their 
own investors in warehouse proper- 
ties, an opportunity to compete in 
the interests of their own com- 
munity with the cities which do 
not impose a burden on the stocks 
placed in their warehouses for 
storage. 

“It is a logical procedure, and it 
is a fair procedure. It is to the 
interest of the warehouseman as 
it is to the interest of a distributor, 
and I think this association can 
charge itself with the collection 
and distribution of data indicating 
just to what extent the discrimi- 
nation is occurring, and offer this 
to the warehousemen for such co- 
operation as they are prepared to 
give us.” 








the State of Michigan. In States, how- 
ever, that is a fixed sum. Some of the 
States require only that a foreign cor- 
poration doing business within the State 
shall secure a permit for which it pays 
a fixed sum, $50 or $100. 

In the State of Michigan (and the 
State of Michigan is typical of a great 
many others) it is required that the 
franchise fee shall be based upon the 
proportion of the company’s total busi- 
ness which is done in the State of 
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Michigan, and for that proportion of 
business they charge the foreign cor- 
poration the same franchise tax 
charged to Michigan corporations, 
which comes back to the thing I said 
in the beginning of my remarks. These 
efforts by other States to secure the 
corporation of companies in order to 
get their franchise fee by guaranteeing 
them certain immunities and privileges 
in the matter of organizations is met 
by retaliatory measures on the part of 
the States in which they intend to op- 
erate, which tend to equalize the burden 
of doing business so as to protect cor- 
porations which actually organize within 
the State which has this franchise tax 
in power. 

That covers a number of the queries 
that have come to me in answer to some 
of my inquiries, and I hope it clears 
up the question of distinction between 
the local tax-power and the power of 
the State to exact a franchise fee for 
doing business within a State. 

One other question has repeatedly 
come up, and particularly since the 
Pittsburgh convention, and that is the 
question as to whether there could be 
any taxing if it interfered with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission. I 
would like to mention a typical case 
that was presented to the law school 
students and perhaps still is being pre- 
sented. At any rate it was presented 
to them a few years ago. It was what 
we call a catch question. 


The Pullman Co. Case 


We began with the State of Penn- 
sylvania against the Pullman Co., and 
that case was earnestly discussed for 
days and days in the classes, wherein it 
was provided that although Pullman 
cars were used in interstate commerce, 
yet the State of Pennsylvania had a 
right to tax the Pullman Co. for the 
normal value of its equipment, which 
was in the State of Pennsylvania aver- 
aged over a period of a year. In other 
words, they were entitled to ask of the 
Pullman Co. what proportion of their 
cars and what was the value of their 
cars that might have been actually in 
the State of Pennsylvania during an en- 
tire year. 

It is not likely that any part of their 
cars were continuously in the State of 
Pennsylvania during the year, but they 
asked them to average the number of 
cars that might have been in the State 
during the year and insisted on tax- 
ing them upon that basis, and the 
Supreme Court held that tax was valid, 
for they were taxing property within 
Pennsylvania. 

Having thoroughly schooled the stu- 
dents upon that case, which is good 
law, they were asked this question: 

Suppose a pipe line company operat- 
ing in Illinois runs a pipe line through 
a corner of Pennsylvania and into the 
State of New York and through this 
pipe line pours a certain volume of oil 
so that there is always, during the 365 
days of the year, a certain amount (we 
will say 1,000,000 gal. of oil) in the 
State of Pennsylvania going through 
the pipe; what will be the proportion 
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of the tax which this pipe line com- 
pany will pay to the State of Penn- 
sylvania? 


Taxed 3 Per Cent of Value 


Of course, the students all came 
through and figured out that the tax 
would have to be on the amount of oil 
in the State of Pennsylvania during a 
normal year, or 1,000,000 gal. per day 
for 365 days, which answer was marked 
nothing, because the other element en- 
tered in that any tax upon the transfer 
of a commodity from one State to a 
sister State was an interference with 
interstate commerce and therefore the 
State of Pennsylvania was not per- 
mitted to levy any tax upon a com- 
modity passing through it. That is 
rather a crude illustration but it is 
pointed and brings out the other point 
that has come to the minds of other 
people, for they are insistent that stocks 
in warehouses are still in interstate 
commerce. 

You have all seen the bulletin sent 
out by the National Distributors’ Asso- 
ciation and it indicates that in certain 
cases stocks in warehouses have been 
taxed as high as 3 per cent of their 
actual value while they are awaiting 
distribution to a final consignee. This 
seemed to offer a very favorable lead and 
a rather careful study was made of that. 

The Kentucky case and some of the 
cases where carriers have given the 
privilege of billing in transit seem to 
indicate that no shipping transaction 
was complete until the commodity had 
gone from the first shipper to the al- 
timate consignee, and I think it is per- 
fectly true that any tax upom the 
movement of a shipment frum an 
original consignor to an ultimate con- 
signee would be interfered with by a 
tax levied upon it in transit and con- 
sequently that tax could be defeated by 
an appeal to the interstate commerce 
clause of the Constitution, when, as a 
matter of fact, the very fundamental of 
warehouse handling is that the ware- 
housemen hold out to a manufacturer 
or a consignor a consignee which needs 
not be the ultimate consignee, and 
wherever that case has been tried it has 
been repeatedly suggested to the con- 
signor that he has his real difficulty to 
free himself from tax by making his 
shipment directly to the ultimate con- 
sumer to avoid the tax, which, of course, 
voids also and nullifies all of the benefit 
that we hold out to the warehouse. 


Raising Revenue 


Now, this is not a very pleasant 
speech and it sometimes becomes a very 
unpleasant duty to explain that either 
through a failure of or a fault in our 
system of jurisprudence there seems to 
be no logical way through the laws as 
they stand at present to avoid a very 
unpleasant, unfair, and in many cases 
inequitable, situation, but the taxing 
power upon tangibles within the juris- 
diction of the State is by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States especially re- 
served to the sovereignty which controls 
the territory we know as one of our 
States. There is no law which can

analyze the requirements of each of the 
States as to revenue, except its owm con- 
stitutional convention. 

There are, of course, certain fimita- 
tions fixed by the constitutions of 
various States as to the amount of 
revenue which each of the political 
units, the counties, cities, may require, 
but I know of no constitution of any 
State in the United States which does 
not give to the various political units 
the right to raise revenue by exacting 
a certain tax upon an ad valorem basis 
based on an agreement fixed as pre- 
scribed by law upon tangible values of 
property within the jurisdiction of the 
taxing unit, and in general the opinion 
of the assessors as to the tangible value 
is final unless an appeal is taken. 

So that really amounts to this—that 
we have always an opportunity to go 
before a board of assessors and insist 
that values be reduced; but I know of 
no method by which we can insist that 
assessors have not the right to levy a 
tax upon tangibles found within their 
taxing unit, if the Constitution has pro- 
vided that they may raise an amount of 
revenue which is not exceeded by the 
total levy from personal property for 
that particular taxing year. 


Is There a Way Out? 


Now, there ought to be out of this, 
if we are able to accept that as a basis, 
a path to which we can lead ourselves 
to a fair and decent handling of this 
taxing problem which will do away with 
the complaints that we are suffering 
from at the present time. 

To refer again to the N. D. A. bulle- 
tin, you will note that that bulletin 
states that the taxes vary from 3 per 
cent in certain communities to a very 
small amount in others. There are still 
a good many jurisdictions in which no 
tax at all is levied on stocks in ware- 
houses, but that does not solve our 
problem. 

We know perfectly well that in 
the first instance there was only one 
State, I think, that had very difficult 
restrictive laws upon the selling of up- 
holstered goods and bedding within the 
jurisdiction, but it had so much popular 
appeal that today every time the legis- 
lators of this country meet there are 
three or four more States that add a 
lot of curious requirements to the tax 
and guarantees and affidavits and one 
thing and another which must accom- 
pany all upholstered furniture. 

Legislative waves move along, and 
we need not cuddle ourselves with the 
hope that, just because there are some 
States at the present time which do 
not levy taxes on stocks in warehouses, 
this condition will continue, because it 
is the present-day tendency of legisla- 
tors to find new sources for revenue and 
they will find them rapidly enough. 

As I said at the outset of my remarks 
I know of no remedy under the Con- 
stitution so long as you have tangibles 
in the States which are not actually in 
interstate commerce. The State has a 
right to tax. It has the right to give 
the taxing units the right to tax and 
it leaves to you only the remedy of 
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appeal from valuations placed by tax 
assessments. 

To be sure, of course, you cannot be 
subjected to any more tax than other 
personal property of like*character pays 
in that same jurisdiction, this, of course, 
being all apart from the question of 
the tax upon doing business in the State, 
the franchise tax upon doing business; 
and, of course, another thing, certam 
excise taxes and Federal taxes which 
are exacted for certain classes of com- 
modities. 


“A Distribution Expense”’ 


Now it seems to me that this thing 
is now so sufficiently spread that we 
should accept it, and go forward with 
some sort of remedy which will make 
this tax at least uniform and not a 
gambling matter. 

In the first place you have to con- 
sider what is perhaps without the scope 
of my comments to you, the question 
of distribution or allocation of this ex- 
pense in your own accounting systems. 
Is it an expense of distribution or is 
it a tax expense? It is a rather intri- 
cate question. 

Tax expenses have, of course, certain 
preferences. On the other hand, so long 
as it is not absolutely uniform and so 
long as you can can ship into State A 
and warehouse in State A without tax 
while in State B you must pay a tax, 
it is not fair to call it a tax expense. 

It is a distribution expense and it 
bears the same relation to our distribu- 
tion expense that mileage does. State 
A may be many miles nearer the point 
of production, but if it carries a tax on 
the stocks in warehouses it costs you 
more to distribute in State A than it 
does to distribute in State B which is 
some miles further on but carries no 
tax on stocks in warehouses; so that, 
until this matter is made uniform, I 
think I should. advise that any taxes 
paid on stocks and warehouses be car- 
ried as an expense of distribution. That 
is a suggestion, but it is worth bearing 
in mind, for you know that upon our 
accounting depends not only our dis- 
tribution but production. 

We have to go back to the accounting 
department, the cost department, to find 
out whether we are producing at a 
profit, and if it is impossible to dis- 
tribute in State A and pay the tax and 
make a profit, then we must consider 
that is a territory denied us, just as a 
remote territory would be denied us be- 
cause of excessive railroad cost. 


Contact With A. W. A. 


I offer that as a suggestion for the 
accounting departments. 

Now, if that be so, that it is an 
expense of distribution, it seems to me 
that we have here a direct point of 
contact with the American Warehouse- 
men’s Association, because they are mak- 
ing us offers to distribute and the whole 
scheme of warehousing is based upon 
efficient and economical distribution. I 
think we are justified in asking the 
warehousemen’s association to give us 
their attention in this matter. 

I don’t know whether it has ever been 
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your good fortune to live in one of those 
small towns having a boosters’ club or an 
association of commerce or something 
of the kind seeking to interest industries 
in locating there. . You have all ridden 
through towns having signs saying 
“Free electricity or power. We invite 
factories to locate here,” and that kind 
of thing. 

. Those are people who believe that it 
was worth enough to their community 
to have a new factory locate there to 
forego some of the normal profits, real 
estate or electric power profits or tax 
profits, and it seems to me that it could 
be well presented .-by warehousemen who 
are citizens of these taxing units to their 
taxing boards and the tax accessors, that 
there are at present, at least, discrimina- 
tions existing throughout the United 
States. 


Appeal to Warehousemen 


If we undertake a general campaign 
as distributors to insist that there be 
no taxes upon stocks in warehouses, we 
are only waking up a lot of sleeping 
dogs,. because there are more com- 
munities, today who do not tax than 
communities that do tax. If, on the 
other hand, we take up this matter with 
the warehousemen who are asking that 
we assist them in making their par- 
ticular communities distributing cen- 
ters, we are waking nobody up but the 
taxing unit accessors who are today 
putting a burden upon distribution 
through communities. 

I don’t think it will naturally follow 
that warehouses in communities that 
levy a serious tax will have to go out 
of business, because they are in all 
probability rendering a_ service that 
makes their service worth paying for 
even with the tax added, but I do say 
that warehouses where the severe tax 
is being imposed should go to their as- 
sessors* (and in almost all instances it 
is a discretionary matter) and ask of 
these assessors that they give some 
consideration to the fact that some dis- 
tributing centers are not exacting a tax 
and urge upon them that they give their 
own citizens, their own investors in 
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warehouse properties, an opportunity to 
compete in the interests of their own 
community with. the cities which do not 
impose a burden on the. stock placed in 
their warehouses for storage. 

It is a logical procedure, and it is a 
fair procedure. It is to the interest of 
the warehouseman as it is to the inter- 
est of a distributor, and I think this 
association can charge itself with the 
collection and distribution of data in- 
dicating just to what extent this dis- 
crimination is occurring, and offer this 
to the warehousemen for such coopera- 
tion as they are prepared to give us. 

I know of no other way, I know of 
no Court, which is denied the right of 
taxation of tangible property within its 
jurisdiction except under such circum- 
stances as do not ordinarily apply to 
the business the distributors are doing. 

I have had cited to me once or twice 
some of the Kentucky tobacco cases, 
but a careful examination of them in- 
dicates only that there was a temporary 
warehousing in tobacco warehouses 
where goods were being gathered to- 
gether and for the sake of transporta- 
tion, and was held to be a matter of 
transportation from the time the tobacco 
was actually gathered and was actually 
in transit in the warehouse, and only 
waiting for rolling stock to move. 

There are one or two cases that have 
been suggested regarding potato move- 
ments and in these cases it seemed 
obvious to the Court that although the 
potatoes in the potato storage ware- 
houses were for a short time assembled 
in the warehouses they were assembled 
only for shipment and were held to be 
in the course of the interstate commerce 
at the time assessments were levied. 

Where your stock is levied in the 
usual course it seems to me that the 
remedy is not at the present time, at 
least, through efforts at legislature, but 
is through the efforts of warehousemen 
and shippers to secure some recognition 
of the fact that the warehouse is ren- 
dering a service and that the shipper 
at least is not demanding from the com- 
munity any more than a very small 
part of the community’s protection, 
probably paid for already by the assess- 
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ment of the warehouseman for the priv- 
ilege of storing his stock until its 
ultimate distribution within the confines 
of that taxation unit. 

You must remember, please, - that 
while a city tax is levied and spread 
equally on all personal property, as a 
matter of fact the only thing that. the 
stock in transit can demand is police 
and fire protection, and that represents 
on the average not more than 9 to 14 
per cent of the total expenditures of it. 

We ask nothing for pavements, we 
ask nothing for schools, we ask nothing 
for parks, nor playgrounds nor welfare 
work nor relief of the poor, and yet 
we pay upon a basis of 100 per cent 
with the citizen of that town who en- 
joys all of those things in the tax upon 
his personal property. 

I am very sorry that I can’t come to 
you here with some sort of suggestion 
as to how to go to the Courts and have 
it declared illegal for tangible proper- 
ties and warehouses to be taxed by local 
tax Commissions. There may be such 
a remedy but in the year or two that 
I have given thought to it I have not 
been able to find it. 


Proportion and Protection 


You know it is provided that when 
stocks have reached the warehouse they 
have reached the points of their destina- 
tion and they are almost rarely going 
beyond and they are generally consigned 
either to the owner or to the warehouse 
as a consignee who is a citizen of the 
State where it finally comes to rest. 

In that case again there are excep- 
tions. Ours is a problem of direct ap- 
peal upon the commercial business and 
of urging through the warehousemen 
who are citizens of these States and do 
know the people and have some in- 
fluence, as foreign corporations do not, 
the advisability of suggesting that the 
amount of protection that the storer of 
goods in a warehouse receives is alto- 
gether out of protection to the tax that 
he is asked to pay, if he pay a tax upon 
the same basis that other taxpayers pay, 
upon tangible property within the tax- 
ing unit. 








Service Ideals from Four Viewpoints 
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Taxation of Stocks as Viewed by 
the Warehou-eman*

URS is the freest and best Government on earth and 
() all Governments, including our own, are main- 

tained by taxation, and the power to tax in this 
country is with the State legislatures and without limit 
except as to certain constitutional restrictions. 

Personal property, both tangible and intangible, may 
be separated from its owner and he may be taxed on its 
account at the place where the property is, although not 
the place of his own domicile; and even if he is not a 
citizen or resident of the State which imposes the tax. 

The general rule is that tangible personal property 
is subject to taxation by the State (and by the State is 
also meant city) in which it is, no matter where the 
domicile of the owner may be, and the rule is not affected 


by the fact that the property is employed in interstate 
transportation, meaning that steamboats, railroad cars, 


.automobile trucks and any other means of transportation 


may be taxed in the State or city where it is on the 
date of the taxing period, notwithstanding the owner- 


ship of the truck may be vested in a company living. in 


another State. 
It has occurred to me, and, indeed, seems necessary, 


to discuss this question, more or less, from a legal stand- 
point. Of course, we are people depending for success 
in our business relations upon the laws of the’ country, 
and the question that is here presented is whether there 
shall be any attempt on the part of distributors and the 
warehousemen to change the law. | 


Not Interstate Commerce 


J, IRST, as to whether goods in ware- 

houses are subject to taxation by the 
States and municipalities wherein they 
are located on the taxing date. 

The goods in any State in the Union, 
having been stored in warehouses, are 
taxable on the taxing date, and are also 
subject to license and other regulatory 
taxes which may be imposed by the 
various States. 

The only exception is the commerce 
clause of the United States Constitution 
which prohibits the States from impos- 
ing upon interstate commerce any bur- 
den of any character. 

I have heard the argument advanced 
from time to time that goods stored in 
warehouses are, in fact, interstate com- 
merce, for the reason that they are 
shipped to the warehouse only for tem- 
porary handling, to be thereafter de- 
livered at final destination on orders 
from the manufacturer so to do. 

The question, however, has been so 
pointedly decided by the Supreme Court 
of the United States that there need not 
be any argument when these decisions 
are called to your attention, and in order 
that you may get the law as it is, and 
has been for many years, permit me to 
quote from: the number of Supreme 
Court cases. 

In Myers v. Baltimore County, 83 Md., 
385, 34 L. R.-A., 309, 55 Am. St. Rep. 
349, 35 Atl. 144, it is held that the aver- 
age amount of livestock which cattle 
dealers have each week, although usually 
sold within one day after they are re- 
ceived, and most of them being brought 
from other States, constitutes property 
within the State which can be taxed ; 
and further, that the intent of the deal- 
ers to export part of the cattle and the 
fact that they do export about two-thirds

A TAX SUGGESTION TO 
SHIPPERS 


AX exhaustive study of court de- 
cisions affecting taxation of 
shippers’ stocks in public ware- 
houses was made by WV. I. Ford, 
a Dallas storage executive who 
was formerly an attorney, and a 
summary of these decisions was 
presented by him at the Chicago 
convention of the National Distrib- 
utors’ Association. 

The decisions show that State 
Legislatures have a legal right 
to place assessments on such goods, 
and Mr. Ford passes this thought 
on to distributors: 

“Taxes are independent of trans- 
portation charges or of distribu- 
tion charges, and a budget should be 
made up of all taxes by the manu- 
facturer and assessed in his over- 
head, and when a tax on one car- 
load which may be on hand on the 
first day of January in a ware- 
house is paid, and it is distributed 
against the sales of other carloads 
which have passed through that 
warehouse during the year, the 
item would be small and should 
be taken into the overhead expense 
of the manufacturer and not into 
warehouse expense. 


“I made a test of this on one of 
my very good customers, and found 
it would amount to one-tenth of 
1 per cent on his sales; that is, $150 
annual tax on a $150,000 business.” 








of all they handle, does not prevent the 
local taxation. 

In Brown v. Houston, 114 U. S. 622, 
29 L. ed., 257, 5 Sup. Ct. Rep. 1091, it 1s 
held that coal sent by the owners in 
Pennsylvania to their agents in New Or- 
leans, to be there sold for their account, 
upon its arrival becomes a part of the 
general mass of property of Louisiana, 
subject to taxation in common with all 
other property and in precisely the same 
manner, and that the fact that some of 
it is subsequently sold for exportation 
does not alter the case. 

In American Steel & Wire Co. v. Speed, 
192 U. S., 500 48 L. ed. 538, 24 Sup. Ct. 
Rep., 365, it is held that a State is not 
precluded by the commerce clause of the 
Federal Constitution from imposing a 
merchant’s tax upon a_ non-resident 
manufacturing corporation which has 
selected a city of that State as a dis- 
tributing point and has engaged a local 
transfer company to take charge of its 
products when shipped to that point, as- 
sort them, store them in the warehouse, 
and make delivery of the original pack- 
ages to the customers of the manufac- 
turer, either as expressly directed by it 
or under general directions in favor of 
its recognized and approved customers 
whose names are furnished to the trans- 
fer company since, under such circum- 
stances, the goods, when stored in the 
warehouse, are no longer in transit,- but 
have reached their destination and are 
held in the State for sale. 


Other Decisions 


In American Harrow Co. v. Shaffer, 
5 Inters. Com. Rep., 336, 68 Fed. 750, it 
was held that wheré’ a mantfacturer 
shipped harrows by the carload lots frdm 
Michigan into Virginia, deposited ‘the 
goods in a warehouse in the latter State, 
and then through its agents loaded them 
on wagons and sent them through the 
country, selling and delivering them to

purchasers from the wagons, such agents 
were not engaged in interstate commerce 
and were, therefore, subject to the pay- 
ment of local license taxes. 

In Price Co. v. Atlanta, 105 Ga. 358, 
31 S. E. 619, it appeared that goods in 
large quantities were shipped from an- 
other State to a warehouse in Georgia, 
and at the latter point were divided and 
distributed among a number of custom- 
ers, who were procured after the goods 
had been deposited in the warehouse, by 
a person who went from house to house, 
exhibiting samples and taking orders, 
which were filled from the warehouse or 
distributing point. It was held that sales 
so made did not, in any sense, constitute 
interstate commerce, and that the person 
so selling became liable as a canvasser 
to a license tax imposed by the munci- 
pality. 


A Warehouse Case 


In Merchants’ Transfer & Storage Co. 
v. Board of Review, 128 Iowa, 732, 2 L. 
R. A. (N. S.) 662, 105 N. W. 211, it was 
held that merchandise shipped by a non- 
resident manufacturer in bulk to a stor- 
age company and stored by it awaiting 
orders for its distribution to purchasers 
was subject to local taxation, the Court 
saying: 

“Whether these goods should ever be 
forwarded to the retail dealers, or should 
remain in the warehouse, or should be 
diverted to meet other demands of the 
trade, rested wholly in the will of the 
shipper. When the order to forward 
was finally given and the designated 
goods were again put in course of trans- 
portation there was, to all intents and 
purposes, a new and independent ship- 
ment; but, be this as it may, the answer 
to the question whether the sales had 
been consummated is by no means neces- 
sarily decisive of the inquiry whether the 
goods at the date of assessment were 
actually in transit, and therefore pro- 
tected. against lotal taxation. For the 
reason already sufficiently stated we hold 
that when the shipments had reached the 
consignee, the transfer company, and 
had been stored in its warehouse subject 
to the shipper’s orders, they had arrived 
at their destination for the time being 
and that the mental purpose of such 
shippers to have the goods thereafter 
distributed and sent out to their several 
customers could have no effect to make 
such property exempt from taxation, or 
clothe it with the peculiar immunities 
pertaining to the interstate commerce.” 

I point out that case particularly for 
the reason that in the case the tax was 
assessed against the warehouseman and 
he had to pay that tax. It went on up 
and was affirmed by the Supreme Court. 


Further Rulings 


In Lehigh & Western Coal Co. v. Junc- 
tion (N. J. L.), 66 Atl. 923, it was held 
that coal shipped from another State 
and stored for an indefinite period await- 
ing orders for sale, when it was to be 
transshipped to the purchasers, com- 
pleted its interstate transit upon reach- 
ing the place of storage and was taxable 


there. 


TAXATION 


In J. M. Darnell & Son Co. v. Mem- 
phis, 116 Tenn. 424, 95 S. W. 816, it was 
held that logs imported from another 
State, and while in. the importer’s mill- 
yard awaiting manufacture into lumber 
or already manufactured into lumber, 
were not protected from taxation by the 
commerce clause of the Federal Consti- 
tution, having become divested of any 
connection with commerce between the 
States and mingled with and merged into 
the general mass of property of the tax- 
ing State. 

A limitation upon the power of a State 
to tax property which has moved in the 
channels of interstate commerce, after it 
has completed its interstate transit, is 
established by the Supreme Court, to 
which the foregoing case was taken by 
writ of error, in 208 U. S., 113, ante, 413, 
28 Sup. Ct. Rep., 247, in which it is held 
that a State cannot discriminate against 
such property even after it has com- 
pleted its interstate movement by im- 
posing upon it, on account of its foreign 
origin, a burden of taxation greater than 
that levied upon domestic property of a 
like nature. 

Another case, in addition to those cited, 
may be more pointed. It is the General 
Oil Co. v. Crane, reported in V. 209 Sup. 
Ct. Rep. October term 1907. The General 
Oil Co. manufactured—that is, refined— 
its products in Pennsylvania and Ohio. 
At Memphis, Tenn., it had a distribution 
station consisting of several various 
sized oil tanks. They shipped their 
products from refineries in tank cars to 
Memphis and there unloaded their prod- 
ucts into storage tanks for further han- 
dling, and particularly for reshipment— 
that is for placing it in barrels, cans and 
other shipping containers to be distrib- 
uted throughout the States of Arkansas, 
Mississippi and Tennessee. In order 
that the character of their handling 
might be clearly understood they had 
their tanks marked “For Distribution in 
Arkansas,” and “For Distribution in 
Mississippi.” The State of Tennessee 
had an inspection tax of 25 cents per 
barrel and it was to enjoin the collection 
of this amount that suit was brought. 
The opinion was by Justice McKenna, 
and, after reviewing many cases on the 
facts as stated, held: 


Goods Are Taxable 
“The cases, based on the taxing power, 


show the contentions of plaintiff in 
error, the oil company, are without 
merit. In other words, show that its. oil 


was not property in interstate commerce, 
and our conclusion is that no constitu- 
tional right of the oil company was vio- 
lated by the enforcement of the law of 
1899 (The Inspection Law). It follows 
that no error prejudicial was committed 
by the Supreme Court of Tennessee 
which held against the oil company, and 
for reasons stated its judgment is af- 
firmed.” 

From the foregoing cases it is clearly 
apparent that the goods of this associa- 
tion shipped into any State and stored 
in a warehouse, notwithstanding what 
your final purpose is, the very fact that 
it is stopped in the warehouse for any 
purpose, destroys its interstate commerce 
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character, and it becomes immediately 
subject to taxation. 

This does not mean that all goods 
which you ship to warehouses are thus 
subject to taxation, but it does mean that 
the stock on hand on the taxing date, say 
the lst of January in Texas, is subject 
to taxation. 

W arehousing’s Viewpoint 

Now, from a warehouseman’s stand- 
point: 

First, he wants to be law-abiding; sec- 
ond, he realizes the Government must be 
supported; third, the taxes should be 
equal and uniform. 

Does this mean that he would have the 
goods of this association and other manu- 
facturers who store their goods with him 
taxed? 

On my first proposition that he wants 
to be law-abiding, the answer could be 
only “Yes”; but his self-interest steps in 
and he feels that to do so may cause his 
customer to run his stoeks down to a 
minimum at any given taxing date, and, 
consequently, his storage charges will go 
“glimmering,” and the possibilities are 
that he will be met with a deficit in his 
revenue from one to two months preced- 
ing such a date, and immediately follow- 
ing the taxing date. In addition he is 
confronted with the problem that some 
of his very good customers might feel 
that he should, by some means, have pre- 
vented the taxing of goods in his ware- 
house of whatever quantity. 

So, in the past he has avoided giving 
any information to the taxing authori- 
ties; and in our State we have refused 
to give such information, and this re- 
sulted in action by our Legislature, at 
its last session, when a law was passed 
making it obligatory upon the ware- 
houseman to give out lists, and provide 
also inventories of stock stored in our 
warehouse on Jan. 1 of any year. This 
law was passed at a special session of 
Legislature; was railroaded through in 
a couple of days and no opportunity was 
given to the warehousemen or its legis- 
lative committee to be heard; nor was 
any opportunity given to you gentlemen 
to be present and argue against any of 
the provisions of the law; notwithstand- 
ing we kept a paid representative of 
Texas at Austin, he was not able to get 
a hearing, which is just illustrative of 
the fact that Legislatures charged with 
raising revenue for the State and know- 
ing the law were attempting to provide 
a means by which they could reach these 
goods for taxation. 

As you might have expected, our 
Texas association is not going to submit 
to this willingly; and I may be pardoned 
for referring to the Texas situation, be- 
cause a similar situation might arise in 
any other State, and then what we have 
done and what we have been subjected 
to in Texas would be-equally applicable. 


Constitutionality Questioned 


After the passage of this law we im- 
mediately took council with a highly re- 
spected firm of attorneys in our city and 
have been advised by them that the Act 
passed by the Texas Legislature is 
wholly unconstitutional; that is, that the 
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Legislature of any State is without au- 
thority to require a warehouseman to 
give up a list of his customers and an 
inventory of their goods; but, lest you 
gentlemen might be misled by this state- 
ment, there is a means provided; and had 
our Legislature been on the alert they 
could have enacted a law which would 
have reached the point they were driv- 
ing at. 

Permit me to call your attention to 
another case that has a bearing on this 
question that has not occurred to many 
States, but may occur to States in the 


future. 
Tax Assessors Intelligent 


At this point, permit me to digress 
and call your attention to the fact that 
the tax assessors of the United States 
meet in annual conventions just as we 
are meeting here today and discuss all 
of these problems and methods of reach- 
ing taxable property, just as the ware- 
housemen meet in conventions and as you 
distributors meet in conventions, and we 
would be foolhardy if we did not recog- 
nize that these men are intelligent and 
can and may provide means not now in 
force and effect to reach the very things 
that in the past they have avoided. 

Now, back to the case that may be 
taken up by all of the States. It hap- 
pened out in Iowa. Our old friend W. L. 
Hinds, of the Merchants Transfer & 
Storage Co., had his troubles, and I want 
you gentlemen to get the point of this 
case, because it has a decided point to it. 
It was away back in 1905, Nov. 15, be- 
fore the Supreme Court of Iowa on ap- 
peal from the District Court. The Court 
said: 

“The plaintiff is a corporation en- 
gaged in the business of transferring or 
hauling for hire, goods, wares, and mer- 
chandise from place to place in the city 
of Des Moines, upon the employment or 
at the direction of the owners of such 
property. It would appear, also, that in 
connection with or as an aid to such 
business the corporation keeps and 
makes use of one or more storehouses or 
places of deposit, where goods may, when 
so desired, be stored or preserved, sub- 
ject to the order of the owner or shipper. 
In the year 1903 the city assessor as- 
sessed to the plaintiff for the purpose of 
taxation some thirty-three different 
items of merchandise, consisting mostly 
or entirely of farm implements and ma- 
chinery; plaintiff appeared before the 
Board of Review and resisted the assess- 
ment on the ground that none of the 
property belonged to it, and it was in no 
manner liable to or chargeable with the 
payment of taxes thereon. This objec- 
tion being overruled, plaintiff appealed 
to the District Court, where the ruling 
of the Board of Review was affirmed, 
and from said judgment, as to nine of 
the assessed items, it has appealed to 
this Court. 


What a Court Held 


“It is not claimed that plaintiff was 
the actual owner of the property at the 
time of the assessment, but it is the 
theory of the appellee that the goods 
were in plaintiff’s possession under cir- 
cumstances rendering them taxable in

its hands, under the terms of Code 1318- 
Par. The evidence tends to show that 
the nine items of goods in controversy 
came into possession of the appellant in 
the following manner: the several own- 
ers are non-resident manufacturers who 
sell goods in lowa through local dealers. 
Orders are solicited and received each 
year, some considerable period before a 
delivery is desired and before the open- 


- ing of the season when the retail demand 


is active. As there is an advantage in 
rates of transportation to be had by 
shipping in carload lots and as many of 
the local dealers order less than 
a carload, the manufacturers are ac- 
customed to bunch a sufficient quantity 
of machinery or wares to cover the or- 
ders received and ship it in carload or 
trainload lots to the city of Des Moines 
as a convenient central station or ship- 
ping point. 

“These shipments are all consigned to 
the appellant transfer company, which, 
thereafter, upon orders and directions 
received from the shipper, forwards to 
the several local dealers such smaller 
items or quantities as are required to 
fill their contracts.” 


A State’s Power to Tax 


You will understand that this assess- 
ment was made against the transfer 
company and that if such judgment were 
affirmed they could sell his wagons and 
teams to pay the taxes. 

Among other things, Brother Hinds 
argued (as you gentlemen argue many 
times) that this was interstate com- 
merce, and the Court on that question 
said: 

“It is next urged that the goods, 
though at rest in appellant’s warehouse, 
were in fact in transit between non-resi- 
dent sellers and resident buyers, and that 
the assessment thereof in the hands of 
the transfer company operates as an in- 
terference with or burden upon inter- 
state commerce, and is therefore beyond 
the constitutional power of the State. 

“That merchandise which is actually 
in transit from one State to another can- 
not be properly subjected to local taxa- 
tion in a taxing district through which 
it is being transported is too well settled 
for controversy, but when such merchan- 
dise comes to a rest which is not a nat- 
ural, or at least possible, incident of 
transportation, when transit ceases or is 
interrupted and the property is stored or 
warehoused for an indefinite period for 
the convenience of the shipper or of the 
consignee, the principle upon which 
Kelly & Rhodes and other precedents of 
that class are made to turn is not ap- 
plicable. This distinction is carefully 
noted in the cited case where the Court, 
speaking by Justice Brown, says: 

““The law upon this subject. so far 
as it concerns interference with inter- 
state commerce, is_ settled by several 
cases in this Court, which holds that 
property in transit is exempt from local 
taxation, although, if it be stored for an 
indefinite time during such transit, at 
least for other than natural causes or 
lack of facilities for immediate transpor- 
taiton, it may be lawfully assessed by the 
local authorities.’ ” 
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I am directing your attention to the 
Iowa case immediately after talking 
about our Texas cases, for two reasons: 

First, to point out that there is no 
regional question involved; that North or 
South, East or West, it is the same pur- 
pose. 


Warehousing Practises 


Second, I want to direct your special 
attention to the fact that the legislative 
authorities may assess the taxes against 
the warehouseman himself and this is 
not an altogether rosy outlook, and that 
had our Texas Legislature seen fit to pass 
a law requiring the warehouseman on 
the first of January to render such 
stocks as his own, there would now be 
an entirely different situation in our 
State, and when these tax assessors meet 
in annual session and the Texas repre- 
sentatives bring up the fact that the law 
they passed has been held unconstitu- 
tional, some person may be smart enough 
to jump up in the meeting and tell them 
about the Iowa case, and thén we will 
have the same fight over again at Austin. 

I have already read the Iowa case of 
Mr. Hinds. I want at this point to di- 
rect your attention to the fact that had 
our Legislature in Texas seen fit to make 
it obligatory on the warehousemen to 
render stocks it would have been wholly 
constitutional and we would have had no 
means of avoiding it. 

I have been addressing myself to the 
law as it is and not to the practices that 
have been indulged by the warehousemen 
for the reasons already pointed out—the 
self-interest of the warehouseman is that 
goods be not taxed. 

Now, in our State the fact that we re- 
fused, through our association activities, 
to give up this information requested by 
the assessors so that they might assess 
you direct, invited upon our heads the 
law I referred to. 

Now, the law-abiding warehousemen 
(and I believe that 99 per cent of the 
warehousemen are or want to be law- 
abiding) are confronted with the propo- 
sition that some competitor of his may 
dodge any law, and, in fact, might vio- 
late one, in order to make a good im- 
pression upon his customers. He might 
say, “If you store in Ford’s warehouse, 
your goods will be taxed. I have a 
scheme that they will not be taxed.” I 
had the experience of hearing a ware- 
houseman state, “Well, I don’t have any 
stocks on hand the first of January. My 
house will be empty.” What did that 
mean? Simply that he would certify 
falsely; and for what? To protect his 
customers against taxation in his own 
State. Would you gentlemen have us do 
that? 


An Appeal to Shippers 


Of course not. Well, then what? My 
thought is that you should recognize the 
principles governing the distribution of 
your goods and recognize frankly that 
your goods in warehouses are subject to 
taxation, and thoroughly appreciate the 
principal fact that your company was 
engaged in business in the State bene- 
ficial to itself and its property was and 
is so located as to claim protection of the 
laws of the State and hence is liable to 
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taxation. This is a moral ground on 
which it is subject to taxation, and my 
language is of the Supreme Court. 

Now, in the practical application of 
taxing laws of the various States and 
municipalities, only the goods on hand 
at the taxing date are subject to taxa- 
tion. Every warehouseman has the ex- 
perience of handling car after car for 
distribution-for you gentlemen through- 
outithe year on which no tax is assessed. 
Your ‘companies realize the profits on 
those sales without any character of tax- 
ation. Now comes along the taxing 
period and you are asked to contribute 
to. the government in this State where 
you sell your goods and make your 
profits. 

Would it not be the better plan to 
take this up with your board of. direc- 
tors? Their attorneys will advise them 
as I have advised you today. 

Outline to them the situation frankly 
and state to them that “If we expect to 
do business in Texas or Iowa and take 
profits out of those States, we are going 
to be subject to a tax on that amount 
of. property which we have on hand in 
those States on taxing dates,” and pro- 
visions ought to be made in the budget 
for taxes to include this. It is not a 
charge that should be tacked on as ware- 
house charges. 

It would be ridiculous to charge ware- 
houses with that expense. Taxes are in- 
dependent of transportation charges or 
of distribution charges, and a_ budget 
should be made of all taxes by the manu- 
facturer. and assessed in his overhead, 
and when a tax on one carload which 
may be on hand on the first day of Jan- 
uary in my warehouse is paid, and it is 
distributed against the sales of other 
carloads. which have passed through my 
warehouse during the year, the item 
would be small and should be taken into 
the overhead expense of the manufac- 
turer, and not into warehouse expense. 

I mage a test of this on one of my very 
good customers, and found it would 
amount to one-tenth of 1 per cent on his 
sales; that is, $150 annual tax on a 
$150,000 business in Texas. 

The Courts have pointed out in the 
Iowa case that the shipper saved much 
money by transporting his goods in large 
quantities. It has been often remarked 
that the reason for a warehouse is the 


TAXATION 


facility with which the manufacturer 
can ship a carload and save the differ- 
ence in freight; and when these differ- 
ences saved throughout the year in 
freight are balanced off against the tax 
to be paid, undoubtedly it would show a 
net balance in favor of shipping in car- 
loads, notwithstanding you should pay 
the tax. 

I am not unmindful of the fact that I 
may be advocating something that will 
not please, but I could not be candid 
otherwise. 


Taxes Part of Overhead 


As long as matters rest as they are, 
we are going ahead dodging whatever 
we can; resisting so long as it may be 
done with honor. I would not do a dis- 
honorable act to stay in the business; 
and unless this association works out a 
plan by which its various boards of di- 
rectors will recognize the fact that these 
are just and legitimate items to be car- 
ried into overhead expense—and until 
then, we are going to have confusion, un- 
certainty, and tax-dodging throughout 
the country, and you gentlemen will be 
just where you are now ten years from 
today—unless a different policy of the 
kind I have outlined above is adopted, 
you will be dodging shipments to ware- 
houses to miss taxing dates. The ware- 
houseman will suffer on account of 
charges. He will carry the space vacant 
that you would ordinarily occupy. He 
must make his rates higher throughout 
the rest of the year in order to make up 
for the vacancy caused by this. 

I am sure the various associations of 
which I am a member will gladly cooper- 
ate with you gentlemen in any other 
plan which you may adopt which will 
meet the situation; but since the law is 
so well established and so many Supreme 
Court decisions have passed upon the 
matter, I see no chance in the world of 
any department (either Commerce or 
otherwise) overriding the well estab- 
lished vrinciples of the taxing law, and 
it would seem to me that you must devise 
some plan to meet the situation as is, and 
not waste your efforts in an attempt to 
overcome the laws that are as old as 
our Government. 

Of course, I would like to take issue 
with any assumption that a warehouse- 
man should attempt to dodge. It is fu- 
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tile, gentlemen. The tax assessor is 
under oath to enforce your laws and my 
laws and a citizen does not want a citi- 
zen or tax assessor or any other assessor 
to violate his oath. | 

Supposing John Smith has an account 
in Texas and he doesn’t get the money. 
He will use our Courts to get it. When 
you come into Texas or any other State 
you become a citizen of that State and 
should be willing to bear its burden. 

As I have stated, I may be advocating 
something not popular, but I see no other 
way than facing an issue as it is. You 
will find taxing authorities entirely rea- 
sonable in our State. They are not 
nosing about to put your prices up. We 
tax on a 40 per cent basis. You can 
render your stocks at manufactured 
price, not real established price. In other 
words, the officers of my State, I believe, 
try honestly to make taxes uniform and 
equal. 





M ® FORD was asked this question 
a by F. H. Myers, president of the 
Mercantile Storage & Warehouse Co., 
Omaha: 

“What would the situation be if a 
manufacturer storing in Texas ware- 
houses were to ship out of stock he had 
on hand the first day of January, during 
February or March so they would be in 
an Omaha warehouse on the first of 
April, which is the Nebraska taxing 
date? There is bound to be a case there 
of double taxation. The goods would be 
taxed in Texas and in Omaha.” 

“When it is shipped from Texas to 
Nebraska by that corporation the latter 
becomes a citizen of Nebraska,” Mr. 
Ford replied. “It is not the same goods, 
because it is goods owned in Nebraska. 
The corporation is going to Nebraska 
and becomes a citizen for the purpose of 
saving the goods. They are the identi- 
cal physical goods, but from a legal 
status, from a moral and governmental 
status, they have gone into another State 
and that corporation has sought the pro- 
tection of that State on the goods, and 
it is not a double tax to pay in that State 
on the same stuff. If they go into dif- 
ferent States seeking the protection of 
those States they should be taxed. I am 
not talking personally, you understand; 
I am talking about it under the law.”

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Service Ideals from the Standpoint 


of the Distributor

under the heading of the word “service,” and there 

are a lot of things that enter into that. The chap 
who coined the expression “He Profits Most Who Serves 
Best,” I think, did a good day’s work. That not only 
applies in a business way, but in a great many ways. 
For instance, the things you do in a personal way for 
people, or the manner in which you provide for your 
family. The better you do that, the more you are repaid 
in the form of satisfaction—and the better you can do, 
the more you can do, the more satisfaction. 


\ N THAT we need from the warehouses would come 


And it applies to ourselves personally and to our busi- 
ness life. 

The word “service” strikes me sometimes as a word 
that is overdone, or, you might say, covers a multitude 
of sins. It is on the same principle as the word “con- 
ference.” It is worked to death. Then they started on the 
word “efficiency,” and they have run that ragged. I 
think “service,” perhaps, might be gotten into that class, 
or will get into it some time in the future, because it 
covers, or can be used to cover, a multitude of sins in 
a lot of respects. What I mean by that is this: 


EOPLE hide behind the word “ser- 
vice.” I think the warehousemen as a 
whole are interested in giving the users 
of their storage space service that they 
are entitled to, and service they should 
have. There are some, of course, who 
don’t live un to it as religiously as others. 
‘I will cite a little instance to carry 
that point. This was unfortunate all the 
way ’round We are as much to blame as 
the other fellow. I am not making any 
alibis for ourselves. 

In a certain territory we had a repre- 
sentative order a package of our goods 
from the warehouse in which, according 
to our records, we had a few barrels. 
When he ordered this out he sent to our 
office a copy of his order on the ware- 
house, and unfortunately in our office 
this got into the wrong files and we could 
not follow it up. 

Six weeks later our representative was 
in that territory and he went to the ware- 
house and asked if the barrel had been 
shipped and received the answer, “No.” 

He asked “Why ?” 

“We haven’t any goods.” 

“You ought to have.” 

“Yes, we know, but through a mistake 
in the warehouse we have shipped those 
goods on an order for some other brand,” 
and they had reported to us showing they 
had the goods on hand. As the order was 
incorrectly filed in our office we didn’t 
have a chance to follow it up. 

To offset that: 

A comparatively short distance from 
this particular point is another ware- 
house. This gentleman will write us a 
letter and he will say: 

“I wish to tell you that I see your 
stocks are down to practically eighty 
barrels. In going over our records we 
find that such-and-such a company buy 
twenty-five barrels every two months,

WANTED: SERVICE 


PLEA for better cooperation 

between the national  dis- 
tributor and the public storage 
executive is here voiced by a repre- 
sentative of a manufacturing com- 
pany which distributes goods 
through several hundred com- 
mercial warehouses. 

Mr. McFarlane, identified with 
the J. B. Ford Co., Wyandotte, 
Mich., urges the necessity of re- 
ceiving service from the ware- 
houseman — but emphasizes also 
that the shipper can with profit 
“dig around in his own backyard” 
to find out how he in turn can make 
things easier for the warehouse- 
man. 








and so-and-so takes five every six weeks, 
and somebody else takes ten barrels, and 
it would look to us that they are all in 
the market in a comparatively short time. 
We suggest that you get more goods 
here, for if they order as they have, your 
stock will be low.” 

This man charges us no more for his 
storage service than the chap who takes 
the stand that we didn’t have any goods 
and he couldn’t fill the order, and let me 
tell you that the fellow first mentioned 
is kind of hiding behind the rest. of you 
fellows who do give service, but he stands 
up and talks “service” as far as his ware- 
house is concerned. 

Those are extreme cases, I will grant, 
and I will grant, too, that the average 
warehouseman is interested in giving his 
patrons the service they are entitled to, 
and for which they are paying. 

I think a good many things should go 
to make up that ward, and in my opinion 


the most vital thing is getting the goods 
from the customer to the warehouse. 

There are a lot of things that are 
necessary to such business, such as de- 
livery reports and stock reperts and 
things of that nature, but they can be re- 
garded, I believe, as minor details. 

If it came to a showdown naturally we 
would want our reports every night, so 
we could render our invoices, but if it 
came to a point where we could make the 
delivery but would have to hold up the 
reports a week we would say, “Make the 
deliveries and report at the end of the 
week.” That is, in our particular class of 
business, a vital thing. The most im- 
portant thing is getting the goods to the 
customer from the warehouse stock you 
have for our account. These other things 
are important, too, but they are details 
that can be done away with for the time 
being in a temporary way. 

I expect “service” could be talked on 
for hours. We all have opinions, and I 
am not here to criticise the warehouse- 
men or to sympathise with the users of 
storage space, but to you men who are 
here who are users of storage space I 
want to say this: 

The warehouseman is not infallible by 
any means. He is just as anxious to give 
you everything he can as you are anxious 
to get it, but the only way it can be 
worked out ideally is through cooperation 
of both the warehousemen and the per- 
sons using service and space. 

A warehouseman might have a plant 
of fifty acres in which he could store 
goods; that would not be worth a con- 
tinental goop to us if he was not in posi- 
tion to give his customers service. 

We are all human, the warehousemen 
as well as the other fellow, and I am 
afraid in some cases we are not inclined 
to be charitable. It is easy to criticize 
but not so easy to be kind of charitable, 
so if any user of storage space is inclined 
to be too critical perhaps it might be a 
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good idea for him to dig around in his 
own back yard. He may not be giving 
the warehouseman the cooperation that 
he should and for that reason the ware- 
houseman cannot handle things as’ he 
would like to. 

You can’t dump a carload of goods on 
a warehouseman and give him no specifi- 
cations and expect him to be a mind 
reader and distribute those things as you 
want them distributed. 


SERVICE IDEALS 


I know of a case in particular where 
the man using storage space dumped a 
carload of goods on the warehouse with a 
great many sizes and assortments, and 
all that, and his maps didn’t come along 
for some little time afterwards and they 
were not nearly as complete or accurate 
as they should be, and he was very em- 
phatic in his criticism of the warehouse. 


You distributors know what service 
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you require. You warehousemen know 
what service you are in position to give 
the other fellow. The only way that the 
user of storage service can get 100 per 
cent service is through the hearty co- 
operation of himself with his warehouse 
and the warehousemen, of course looking 
after his customers’ interest to the best 
advantage he can, and to the best of his 
judgment. 


Discussion of “Service” Following Mr. McFarlane’s Talk 


AREHOUSEMEN and shippers held 

a general discussion of service after 
Mr. McFarlane had concluded. W. G. 
Morgan, manager of the Soo Terminal 
Warehouse, Chicago, threw out this 
thought to the distributors: 

“We had one aceount that had ninety- 
eight different marks showing color, style 
and variety. It was a very complicated 
account to handle, so we suggested to the 
manufacturer that he number each one 
of those packages, so the order would call 
for one package of No. 1, one package of 
No. 98, and one package of No. 95. 

“It was a very simple matter for the 
order picker to pick out exactly what an 
order called for, whether it called for one 
package of each kind or for ten packages 
of one kind, and the possibility of errors 
being made was reduced to a minimum. 

“T don’t think that since that arrange- 
ment was entered into we have had a 
mistake in filling an order, so cooperation 
of that kind by the manufacturer is 
really reflected back in the benefit to him. 
If he would take the trouble to install 
such a method in his operations it would 
redound to his own welfare.” 

R. J. Mayer, secretary of the Mercan- 
tile Storage & Warehouse Co., Omaha, 
put the following question to Mr. Mc- 
Farlane: 

“I would like to ask if the service you 
have from warehouses has any relation 
to the different prices charged all over 
the country for the service performed? 
You are warehousing in one city, getting 
not good service, and in another city you 
are getting excellent’ service. The 
charges you pay in those two different 
places are the same, are they? Do you 
get what you pay for in one place and 
exactly what you pay for in the other?” 

“In our business,” Mr. McFarlane re- 
plied, “we carry in the neighborhood of 
300 warehouse stocks. That, you realize, 
is a thing that involves considerable de- 
tail, and we get different classes of ser- 
vice from the different kinds of ware- 
houses we do business with. We do have 
cases where we pay a rate that is what 
we consider a desirable rate or in some 
cases a low rate, but service, I grant, is 
not up to the standard. On the other 
hand we may pay what we consider a 
nominal rate and get high grade service. 

“When we have so many warehouses 
we are always going to have a little grief 
in that respect, but one thing is the vast 
difference in storage rates of different 
warehouses in some particular center 














Labor Charges 


"THE warehouseman’s theory in 
making a labor charge to cover 
a given volume in and a given vol-

within a radius of a reasonable number 
of miles. We will get rates in one city 
and we feel that they are excellent, and 
get rates in a city a hundred miles from 
there which are very fair rates. I believe 
the warehousemen will bear me out in 
this. 

“After a warehouse has handled our 
account for a short time it is not com- 
plicated. I have had them tell me that 
they didn’t care to handle the account 
because there was detail involved and 
our system didn’t appeal to them. I have 
had warehousemen in some of the bigger 
cities tell me they didn’t consider this 
system ideal but it appealed to them in- 
dividually. On the other hand we will go 
into a market and the local conditions 
decide whether we carry a warehouse 
stock there. We might carry one in a 
community of 15,000 or 18,000 people. 
You have got to make the best arrange- 
ment you can in a community of that 
kind, for there may be no up-to-date 
modern warehouse in the town and you 
have got to take what you can get, be- 
cause you can’t change. 

“Some of the smaller communities 
charge equally as high or sometimes 
higher, but with 300 warehouses you are 
always going to have more or less dif- 
ference in rates. We feel that the rate at 
which our accounts are handled, taking 
average service into consideration, is 
very reasonable. 

“The warehousemen make a_ labor 
charge for putting goods into the ware- 
house. You mention it to them and they 
will say, ‘Oh, yes, labor unloading the car 
and piling the goods in the warehouse 
and delivering it back to the loading 
platform.’ We have some cases where a 


customer will call for the goods with his © 


own team and the warehouse insists on 


making an additional charge for delivery 
to that customer’s team at the loading 
platform. We had a case where the 
warehouseman insisted on making a 
charge of 50 cents per package. You 
take an 80-lb. package and bring it down 
from your stock and deliver it to the 
customer at the loading platform and 50 
cents is an exorbitant price, in our opin- 
ion, and that is added to the labor charge 
at the time the car is unloaded. 

“IT will tell you the reason I bring up 
this question. Our goods are sold f.o.b. 
the warehouse. That is to a selling agent 
of ours, and he goes with his own team 
and takes a barrel, or five, or whatever it 
may be. The warehouse reports in- 
variably will show that charge as a cart- 
age charge. The selling agent shoots 
that back and wants to know if we are 
trying to put something over on him, and 
it makes it embarrassing to us.” 

Replying on behalf of the warehouse- 
men, William I. Ford, Dallas, a member 
of the Central Bureau of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association, ventured 
the opinion that the theory of the ware- 
housemen in making a labor charge to 
cover a given volume in and a given vol- 
ume out was not generally understood. 

“In the A. W. A. Encyclopedia,” Mr. 
Ford explained, “we put the deliveries in 
Chicago allowed on each carload, as six, 
one for each ton. Now, when you order 
your goods out in ton lots, the charge we 


quote you, the handling, will cover. If | 


it goes lower than the charge it reaches 
the class that in Chicago they call ‘excess 
deliveries,’ and over the country we main- 
ly call them ‘minimum charges.’ 

“Any large manufacturing company 
has gone into its costs, and it would be 
lacking in judgment if it did not grant 
such fellows as sit here in front of me 
today the intelligence to go into our own 
costs. We have done that, and we say 
that we put out to you a handling charge 
that will receive your carload, put it 
away in the warehouse, and deliver it in 
ton lots. 

“If I go upstairs and get an 80-Ib. keg 
and bring it down, it takes the time of a 
man and the use of an.elevator; the rec- 
ord has to go through the office, and 
every detail has got to be handled in con- 
nection with that one keg, the same as 
though he delivered a ton. 

“Just apply the handling charge in 
and out, and what do we get for that 
eighty pounds if we divide the handling 


charge in half and charge him 2% cents 


a hundredweight? We get 2% cents. 
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There is not a man here who could con- 
tend that that reimburses the warehouse- 
man. It wouldn’t start the juice in the 
elevator to go after it. 

“We recognize the difficulty to be over- 
come. We realize you don’t want a mul- 
tiplicity of charges, and the A. W. A. 
rule is this: 

“Assuming that the warehouseman has 
a minimum charge—for instance, in my 
own organization at one time I checked 
what the cost was to me to write a letter 
and I arrived at a fixed amount. Every 
warehouseman in time checks what it 
costs to make an order and fill an order 
through his organization. In my organ- 
ization it costs about 38 cents to fill that 
80-lb. order—not my figure alone, but 
certified to by accountants that have 
checked it for me. Keep in mind that 
we have got to meet that somewhere. 
Getting down to the rules of the A. W. A. 
they are this: 

“When the labor charge, one-half of 
the hauling charge applied, will not yield 
the minimum of the warehouseman, be it 
25 or 30 or 40 cents, or whatever his own 
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established minimum is, then he will 
apply the minimum regardless of the de- 
livery, whether called for or drayed. If 
he does the draying, in most instances he 
has the minimum of 30 cents, or what- 
ever the minimum charge is, that is the 
actual cost to him. 


Small Delivery Accounts 


“Now, when it comes to small delivery 
accounts, the warehouseman has to 
scrimmage around and devise some 
means to satisfy the customer and yet 
get by. We know we are not perfect in 
those matters, and we are endeavoring 
to work them out where we can get our 
cost and satisfy you, the distributors of 
whatever character of goods. 

“We have not solved it satisfactorily, 
of course, for there are those who yet 
complain on that rule, but it struck us as 
a good rule that should prevail over the 
country, and in principle it is the same as 
the Chicago rule where they charge for 
the excess delivery. 

“In other words, if a car comes in here 
they make six deliveries, it is covered 
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with a handling charge, and if there are 
more then there is a minimum charge 
applied of 25 cents. If you have a 40,- 
000-Ib. car, you have 20 tons, and you 
make twenty deliveries out of that lot, 
then any excess over that they charge 
you 25 cents for. 

“Be assured then, distributors, that the 
A. W. A. committee is going to consult 
with our best minds to see what we 
should do to meet your requirements. 
That is all we are driving at. I think 
that the rule we have is correct, consid- 
ering that labor in and out practically 
balances. It runs 40-odd per cent one 
way or the other, but they will almost 
balance. 

“Most distributors are anxious to do 
the thing we want—that is, sell in larger 
lots. We know there are accounts that 
won’t do that. We want a rule that will 
meet the distributors’ wishes and re- 
munerate the warehousemen. I maintain 
that lots in less-than-ton lots cost more 
to bring down to the platform, and that 
is the reason a charge of that kind is 
made.” 


Service Ideals from the Standpoint 
of the Warehouseman*

class warehouseman has to sell. I am going to start 

out by telling you what I would and would not do if 

I were coming into Chicago or any other city today to 
start out to establish a new warehouse with ideal service. 
In the first place I would want to analyze the city, pick 
out what would be the best general location. You would 
have to consider it from the point of view of the average 
run of storage—pick the location that would be the most 
central for the average amount of business. Of course, in 
certain lines, transit storage for instance, most any loca- 


Oe cine is really about 80 per cent of what a first 


In looking around a city like Chicago to find such a loca- 
tion, you would probably hit on some ground worth from 
$6 to $10 a square foot. I would pay $5 per square foot 
for service. That location should be considered in con- 
nection with the railroad. Some railroads do not give the 
service that first class warehousemen would want to hold 
out as the ideal of service; others do. 

The location must have facilities for plenty of switch 
track room so that the warehouse will never be up against 
demurrage charges and always be able to unload the cars 


tion would do. 


OW, after location would come the 

class of building that I would want 
for my ideal warehouse. In the first 
place I would think it would have to be 
a heavy one, a good strong floor. That 
may not appeal to you as an item of ser- 
vice, but if you happen to have your 
goods in a building that should collapse 
you would realize you were much inter- 
ested, particularly if you happened to be 
in the building at the time. 

Another point, the warehouse would 
have to have plenty of delivery space so 
that your customers’ wagons, as they 
came into the warehouse, would not have 
to be held up unduly in getting out the 
goods.

Insurance 


The warehouse would have to have 
plenty of elevators, one more than was 
needed. Wavzel.ouse business always runs 
in peaks and must have facilities to take 
care of a peak amount of business at all 
times. 

Then, of course, it must be a sprinkled 
building, giving you the lowest possible 
insurance rate. Frequently warehouse- 
men will have customers say, “We carry 
blanket insurance; your low rate makes 
no difference to us,” but you should real- 
ize that that low rate does make a dif- 
ference to you even if you carry blanket 
insurance; blanket insurance rates are 
made up on the average rates of the 
various places in which you carry your 
stock, and the warehouses which have the 


low insurance rates are the ones that 
bring down your general rate, although 
you may not pay your rate specifically 
on that house. One with the low rate 
brings down your general cost. 

Then again the warehouse should be 
heated. It may not have to be heated for 
all accounts but for the average run of 
accounts it will. The building should be 
heated so it will give you ample protec- 
tion against freezing, etc. 

If the warehouse is in the city with 
tunnel facilities or any service providing 
for economical delivery to the railroad, 
the warehouse should be located there. 
You should remember that every little 
saving that the warehouseman is able to 
accomplish for you is a matter of service 
to you in the final analysis of your cost. 

In my ideal warehouse I would arrange 
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to have an ample cartage delivery, under 
the supervision of the warehouse, not 
necessarily operated by the warehouse 
but under the supervision, so you would 
do your entire business through one firm 
and you wouldn’t have to contract for 
your storage here and your cartage there. 
Hold one head responsible for the proper 
coordination all the way through. 

My warehouse would have to be 
equipped with the most up-to-date han- 
dling devices. That, of course, is usually 
an item to reduce the handling expense 
of the warehouseman, but in many cases, 
frequently in the handling of very heavy 
packages or boxes, it is a matter of im- 
portance to you. If a warehouse has tier- 
ing machines the cases can be handled as 
easily as possible and not broken. 

Those cover about the main points of 
the physical properties, facilities, that 
the warehouse must have to give service, 
and in selecting a warehouse one should 
judge the difference between the one 
warehouse and the other, and the advan- 
tages one has over the other should be 
classified as service. 

My next point would be to build up an 
efficient organization. In the first place 
I would want plenty of capital so that 1 
would not have to go after my customers 
for payment of bills immediately. I 
would have plenty of money to take care 
of the freight advances. Those cus- 
tomers who wanted loans, when they 
couldn’t get them at the regular place, 
when their straight accounts are filled 
and they want loan for collateral—the 
warehouseman ought to be able to handle 
it and can oftentimes do so advan- 
tageously. 


Financial Responsibility 


The man who has plenty of money is 
able to take care of depreciation in his 
business, is usually a man of a little more 
integrity, a little more practical integrity 
than the warehouseman who must make 
his warehouse pay in order to get by, and 
such a warehouseman would usually 
settle his claims a little more promptly. 

I am reminded of one shipper who told 
me that last year he lost five or six thou- 
sand dollars through irresponsible ware- 
houses throughout the country. This is 
a firm that sends goods out, the ware- 
houseman pro rates and collects the 
freight charges, and throughout the vari- 
ous warehouses, some two hundred, they 
lost six thousand dollars that the ware- 
houseman had collected. 

Now, if you are doing business with 
someone financially responsible you do 
not run that risk. You do not appreciate 
that matter of service until you have had 
a loss. 

Another point I would hold out would 
be the matter of permanence of the ware- 
house. 

I would be in business not today, to- 
morrow, but the rest of my life. My 
warehouse would be a permanent institu- 
tion. You would never be called on upon 
short notice to move your goods to some 
other point. The warehouseman fre- 
quently has the competition of firms 
going into business temporarily. Then 
the space is needed and the firm is told 
to move. 
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I have in mind a particular account. 
A year ago they located, and now they 
are requested to move. It is a consider- 
able expense for them to move. It was 
in the first place, and it is now, so you 
must use care in selecting a place. 

There should be no side lines to inter- 
fere with the general or actual ware- 
house business. I would join every asso- 
ciation in Chicago. I have joined the 
Chicago Chamber of Commerce, the IIli- 
nois Chamber of Commerce. I belong to 
the warehousemen’s associations, for up- 
to-date warehousemen must keep up the 
things like that. While association mem- 
berships cost the warehouseman some- 
thing, they are reflected to him in the 
service he gives you. 

The next point is to build up an effi- 
cient labor organization. The class of 








WHAT IS YOUR IDEA 
OF “IDEAL”? 


HAT is the “ideal’’ merchan- 

dise warehouse? What con- 
stitutes “ideal” service which such 
an organization should provide for 
sale to the shipper? 

The opinions of one warehouse- 
man—Roy C. Griswold, Chicago— 
were presented to the shippers at 
the Chicago convention of the Na- 
tional ~~ Distributors’ Association, 
and they are here set down in full. 

Mr. Griswold’s opinions deal with 
such fundamentals as _ location, 
class of building, delivery space, 
elevators, insurance, heat, material 
handling equipment, bookkeeping, 
loans and financial responsibility, 
labor, and kindred others—and con- 
cludes with some suggestions to 
shippers as to how they may prof- 
itably cooperate with warehouse- 
men in this problem of service. 

The man who made this talk is 
president of Griswold & Walker, 
Inc., Chicago warehousemen, and 
is a vice-president, in charge of the 
merchandise division, of the Ameri- 
can Warehousemen’s Association. 








labor that the warehouseman employs is 
one that enables him to give fair service 
or good service or ideal service. The 
men should be kept permanently. A man 
who has worked in a warehouse for four 
or five years is worth four or five times 
as much as the man who comes in for 
two or three weeks. If you can keep men 
for four or five years or longer, it is 
necessary to raise their wages beyond 
what it is necessary to pay new and in- 
experienced men. 

Then it is necessary for warehousemen 
to carry a surplus of labor at all times if 
they are going to give ideal service. He 
must have enough men to take care of 
perhaps twenty cars today and then to- 
morrow there may be nothing for the 
men to do. When the twenty come along 
he must have the labor to take care of 
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them or he will get complaints from the 
customers. 

Likewise the warehouseman must al- 
ways carry a certain surplus of space. It 
is not possible for the warehouseman to 
fill to the very limit, and he cannot count 
on more than an average of 90 or 95 per 
cent of full occupancy, just as you have 
been in the habit of going to a particular 
hotel. When you get there and find they 
are filled up you don’t want to go there 
any more. You will stick to the one who 
will always take you in. 

I had a little experience a month or so 
ago in New York. I wired the . 
where I always had gone. When I got 
there they had no room for me, and I got 
in about six at night. It was about 
eleven before I found a room in any hotel. 
The one that did take me in is the one 
that will get my patronage the next time 
I go to New York. 

A warehouseman must spend a large 
amount of labor in keeping the ware- 
house clean. He must take care of 
broken packages properly so dust does 
not get in and the goods must go out in 
suitable condition. 

The warehouseman must keep a force 
of coopers and must take precautions to 
prevent any damage from rats or ver- 
min, All warehousemen say they are not 
responsible for things of that kind; still 
morally they are for any loss by rats or 
vermin or leakage. Careful attention 
and watchfulness will avoid it all. The 
same thing will apply to any losses by 
theft or pilfering. Our warehousemen 
claim they are protected by the law 
against loss like that, providing they 
have given the same protection any ordi- 
nary owner will give. The warehouse- 
man should give a little more than that 
ordinary protection if he is going to give 
ideal service. 


Office Efficiency 


The warehouseman should take the 
truck numbers of every truck when he 
delivers goods, take the time the truck is 
delivered, delayed at the warenouse, so it 
is a protection for your customer, whose 
truckmen may claim they were held up; 
by making the warehouseman make a 
daily inspection of all these items, takes 
time. It takes the time of the foreman 
and it is an additional expense in every 
way, but it is a matter that adds to ser- 
vice. 

Along with the supervision of labor, 
the warehouse should be at night under 
the supervision of a watchman. It is 
usually the custom to employ some 
crippled person or old man for a night 
watchman. The ideal warehouse should 
have a good, healthy, able-bodied watch- 
man and pay him a good healthy, able- 
bodied man’s pay if it is going to get any 
service. : 

Now, it is in his office service, perhaps, 
where service is most appreciated by the 
warehouse customers. The other points 
I have mentioned are likely to be over- 
looked ag being a part of the warehouse- 
man’s business. The facts may not come 
to your attention. 

Your most frequent connection with 
the warehouse is over the ’phone. The 
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warehouse should maintain 100 per cent 
telephone service at the switchboard, 
with plenty of trunk lines to take care of 
you at all times, with operators that 
know you when you call and can take 
your orders and carry out your instruc- 
tions. 

The warehouseman should, of course, 
have sufficient stenographers to answer 
his letters promptly and have sufficient 
time for himself or managers to answer 
letters, so that there will be no delay. 
He should report arrival of cars imme- 
diately when the cars are placed, so in- 
surance may be placed upon them and 
orders which you may be holding can be 
sent out immediately. 

He should make out proper reports and 
send to you and the railroad to prepare 
your claim, so they will be promptly paid 
when presented. He should keep a stock 
record in such a way that you can call 
him on the ’phone on a minute’s notice 
and find out what stock you have on 
hand, if you don’t know. He should make 
his stock reports in whatever way you 
wish to have your reports made. He 
should provide in the delivery of his 
goods for a rotation of stock so that old 
goods would always go out first. 

On that very little point I am reminded 
of an account I figured a couple of 
years ago. Our rates were too high. 
They went to a small warehouse. A 
few months ago they were advised that 
their goods were not up to standard; 
they were evidently sending out old stock. 
They looked it up and found they were, and 
they checked up and found out that over 
two-thirds of the original cars that had 
come in were still in the warehouse, al- 
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though three or four cars a month had 
come in, and the result was a loss to 
them of $3,000 on that stock of goods. 

That was enough to pay the storage 
charges for the entire period they were 
in there. 

The warehouse must have facilities in 
its office for making any collections, doing 
any of the little errands you have for 
them to do. The warehouseman should 
be able to keep his files so that any 
time you want to call for old records he 
will have his files on hand, and have a 
competent traffic department to give you 
just the advice you want as to traffic 
rates on the local territory. For in- 
stance, here in Chicago we are working 
in three or four different classifications, 
and the eastern man is not able always 
to know the rules and regulations cover- 
ing those. 

The warehouseman, you should remem- 
ber, is, in most cases, the most direct 
point of contact you have with your cus- 
tomer, ofttimes more direct than your 
salesman, so that people are wise to be 
courteous to their customers. 

I have just a few more things to sug- 
gest on items where the customer can 
cooperate with the warehouseman and 
get some of these results. 


In the first place consign cars prop- 


erly, but do not get on the team track 
instead of the warehouse switch. 

Send him a manifest. 

Mark your goods plainly. 

Put a stock number on each variety 
so that delivery may be made by that 
stock number, and it will save you time 
in writing your orders. 

There should be a uniform method, as 
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nearly as possible, of sending orders to 
the warehousemen, and that should be 
accompanied by and go along with an 
efficient stock control method in your 
own Office, so that every time you write 
an order it is deducted from your stock. 

One good custom a number of shippers 
are using today is sending to the ware- 
house or having a stock control sheet 
with twelve or fifteen lines on it with 
columns for each variety of goods they 
handle, a place for the namé and address 
of the customer, and the stock num- 
ber. As orders are written they are 
copied onto this. When the sheet is 
filled the goods ordered out are totaled 
up, deducted from the total stock on 
hand as they should be, and copies of 
that are sent to the warehouse for check- 
ing. If that is found correct, it is never 
found necessary for you to take any 
stock records or require monthly reports 
from the warehouse. In ordering out, 
follow the warehouseman’s lot numbers 
and try to clean up the small lots, the 
tag-ends of the lots, so they will be 
out of his way. 

Now, probably the most important part 
in getting service is being willing to pay 
for it. Good service will always cost 
a little bit more than poor service, and 
when you ask the warehousemen for 
quotations and the quotations come in, 
don’t send back the stock letter that 
his rates are exorbitant. Look into the 
things he has to offer you, the reputation 
he has, facilities and all that, and check 
up point by point against the lowest 
rate you have. In the long run you will 
find you get just what you pay for and 
have to pay for what you get. 


Service Ideals from the Standpoint of the 
Railroad Executive’ 


HE trouble with the ordinary individual is that he 
does not get into personal touch with the railroad 
officials, with the railroad men. 
troubles through the medium of correspondence and he 
couches his correspondence in terms which, instead of 
attracting, drives away. His correspondence is probably 
handled by clerks, and the result is that, instead of 
getting relief, instead of getting help on the problems, he 
simply gets further reason for disappointment. 
Now, every railroad has men who can be approached, 
and every railroad is glad to have those men approached, 


HERE have been three eras in the 
development of the railroads. There 
was the era of encouragement when the 
railroads were first built—plenty of 
money, liberal charters, encouragement 
to go out and build for civilization,

develop the frontiers, carry the fron- 
tiers with them. This was the era of 
encouragement. 

Then came the era of repression. The 
railroads, due to their strength, ceased 
to become the handmaids of the people, 
became the masters of the people, so that 
towns were built and destroyed, indi- 
viduals were made wealthy or made poor 


and we believe that your troubles, if taken up through 
the proper individuals, could be adjusted to the satis- 
faction of the shippers and to the satisfaction of the 
carriers, and both sides would be far more pleased with 


So, the first service ideal, so far as the carrier is con- 
cerned, at least, is the individual touch. Every distrib- 
utor should be on such friendly terms with the carriers 
with whom he does work that he could, in case of trou- 
ble, go right to the seat of authority and have that 
trouble regulated. 


through the whim of the railroad man- 
agement. This led to the era of re- 
pression and the various laws which now 
harrass the free movement of railroads 
were enacted, and that in itself over- 
stepped the bounds intended until the 
last few years it has been impossible 
for railroads to expand, to borrow 
money, they have been mistrusted, they 
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have been distrusted, they have been in 
every way harrassed and the people in 
the United States and particularly the 
shippers, distributors, have felt the 
effects of this curtailing, but we believe 
we have now entered into another era 
of encouragement. 

The Transportation Act, while really 
not what the railroad men might desire, 
has gone a long way in encouraging 
railroad managements, so much so that 
in the last year, $1,500,000,000 was 
raised through borrowing, through 
mortgaging of properties and invested 
in locomotives and in cars and in facili- 
ties, so that the past few months have 
witnessed the greatest movement of 
freight ever contemplated by the Amer- 
ican railroads, and you know very well 
that there has not been the so-called 
shortage of transportation which ex- 
hibits itself to you through the shortage 
of cars. 

Now, service ideals from the ware- 
house standpoint: 

No railroad wants to make its cars 
into warehouses. The most expensive 
kind of warehousing known is that ware- 
housing in which the goods are kept in 
cars, so from the carrier’s standpoint 
the ideal condition is to have ample cars, 
ample storehouse room to take care ot 
the goods after they have reached de- 
stination. 


Warehousing Was Inadequate 


You have all heard of the so-called 
breakdown of the railroads which oc- 
curred at the first period of the great 
war. This breakdown was not so much 
a breakdown of railroads as it was a 
breakdown of warehouse facilities, for 
in every corner of the United States 
every manufacturer loaded his goods 
into a car if he could get it, regardless 
of the ultimate destination of his goods, 
shipped them as far as he could, got his 
money.and then left it to some one else 
to dispose of his freight. 

The result was that along the Atlantic 
seaboard for months there were hun- 
dreds of thousands of cars tied up with 
freight, no place to put the freight, no 
warehouse facilities, no steamers to take 
it across—nothing to do, it being perish- 
able freight, but to hold it in the cars. 
Thousands of cars were unloaded on the 
ground. If you go down there today you 
will find shells for France, you will find 
all kinds of narrow gauge locomotive 
railroad, piled up along that seaboard. 
That was due to the fact that they had 
no way of disposing of the freight after 
it arrived at the seaboard and naturally 
the railroads were the goat and were 
blamed for shortage of transportation, 
and adequate warehousing facilities at 
the end of every railroad line would cer- 
tainly be as serviceable an ideal from 
the railroad’s standpoint as anything I 
know of. 

I have in mind another ideal that is 
one which we may be pioneers in under- 
taking, although it may be common at 
other points. That is a combination 
freight house and warehouse. We ex- 
pect to start building early in the spring 
such a warehouse and freight house in 
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the little town of Farrell, near Sharon. 

It so happened in that town that there 
was a warehouseman who wanted a 
warehouse. There was a railroad which 
contemplated building a new freight 
house. The railroad had the property. 
The warehouse had the capital. They 
combined forces. The railroad furnished 
the property, rented it to the ware- 
houseman, the warehouseman proceeded 
to build his warehouse suitable for his 
needs, with additional construction of 
a freight house in the lower story with 
adequate freight offices along with his 
own offices. 

What is the result? The railroad 
built the siding and switches to the 
warehouse free of charge. The railroad 
rents the lower story of the warehouse 
as a freight house. The railroad tur- 
nishes the agents, who are merely one 
wall’s width away from the agents of 
the warehouse. His switching is as-

EVELOPMENT of the _ indi- 

vidual touch between the dis- 
tributor and the carrier. Ample 
warehouse space where goods may 
be taken care of after they have 
reached destination. Creation of 
combination freight houses and 
storage plants. 

These are three of the service 
ideals of American railroads as set 
down by R. S. Parsons, of Youngs- 
town, Ohio, a vice-president of the 
Erie Railroad, in his talk at the 
Chicago convention of the National 
Distributors’ Association. 

Warehousemen particularly will 
be interested in the Erie Rail- 
road’s plan of establishing freight 
stations in cooperation with public 
storage executives—at Farrell, Pa., 
Youngstown, Ohio, and Cleveland. 








sured. The railroad naturally takes 
care of its own l. c. 1. switching. He 
incidentally furnishes the labor for un- 
loading for the railroad as well as him- 
self. He has his own individual ele- 
vators which take his goods from the 
railroad cars immediately into his ware- 
house. He saves all trucking expense 
from the railroad station or the railroad 
cars to his warehouse. 

He has a permanent tenant and the 
tenancy is sufficient to pay his ground 
rent and his taxes and give him a little 
besides that. He also has advantage 
of being so located that he gets all of 
the railroad’s business, for it stands to 
reason that goods which have outstayed 
their time in the freight house will be 
sent up to his warehouse by elevator to 
the advantage of the shipper. 

All of these things make it a very 
advantageous arrangement. We con- 
template such an arrangement on a 
large scale in the city of Youngstown, 
as soon as the arrangements can be 
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made. We are negotiating with one of 
the warehousemen ffor a_ similar 
arrangement in Cleveland. While this 
may not be common, it is a satisfactory 
arrangement if it can be worked out 
satisfactorily. The warehouseman is 
protected through the medium of the 
railroad. 

If there are any warehousemen here 
who are located in small cities where 
there is ample room along the railroad 
track and where the railroad has not 
suitable facilities for its freight house, 
it might be well for you to take it up 
with the authorities and see if some 
such arrangement cannot be made. 

I believe it is the ideal place for the 
location of a warehouse, and it would be 
of mutual advantage to both the shipper, 
the distributor and the railroad. 

Now, that is about all I have to say 
about railroads and warehouses, but I 
do want to say just a word about the 
railroad situation. 

The railroads are anxious to help you, 
and the railroads, I believe, as a unit 
today are strongly anxious to ally them- 
selves with their patrons who are repre- 
sented by the shippers, but in return 
for that they want the sympathetic help 
of those patrons. 


The Transportation Act 


Now, today we are operating under 
the Transportation Act of 1920 and let 
me just explain what the Act does. 

First, it created a machinery whereby 
the railroads were taken out from the 
hands of the Government, which Govern- 
ment had operated them for four years, 
and allowed them to deteriorate, had 
not kept up with the repairs to their 
cars or locomotives nor had they kept 
up a sufficient new number of cars and 
locomotives. 
care of, and today the railroads are on 
their feet once more, due to this tre- 
mendous loan they made last year, and 
are ready to do business as they did 
before that time when they were torn 
down. 

The Transportation Act further 
created this Labor Board which sits in 
this city. Whether the Labor Board is 
good or bad is not for us to discuss; 
the fact is we have it and it has done 
a considerable service undoubtedly, and 
it should be allowed to act until such 
time as it develops that it is of no 
service. 

The Transportation Act further placed 
upon Congress, upon the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission, an obligation, 
and that obligation was that when Con- 
gress undertook to fix rates they should 
keep in mind this fact: that the rail- 
roads were entitled to earn upon their 
capitalization, or rather upon their true 
value, 5% per cent up-to 6 per cent, and 
after that they must turn back into the 
Government one-half of everything over 
that. 

Now, there is a mistaken idea that 
has gone.throughout the country that 
the Transportation Act guarantees the 
railroads a return. Nothing is more 
false. What the Transportation Act 
guarantees the railroads is a limit to 
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their return, because of everything over 
6 per cent they must return half of it 
back to the Interstate Commerce Com- 
mission. 

There is nothing in the Transporta- 
tion Act that in any sense says to one 
railroad, “If you do not earn a fixed 
return you will be compensated.” In 
fact, 90 per cent of the railroads have 
never earned that fixed return which the 
Transportation Act calls on the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission to provide 
them, so there is a mistaken thought 
that is purposely perpetrated in the 
newspapers, and that is that the rail- 
roads are guaranteed a return. 

Now, what happens? The Interstate 
Commerce Commission, after fifteen

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years’ hard work and after an expendi- 
ture of more than $85,000,000, of which 
$60,000,000 was the railroads, and the 
rest the Government’s, has come to a 
tentative value of these railroads. 
There is a bloc now in Congress which 
is undertaking to overthrow all of this 
work and nullify this great expense of 
money and to cut that valuation down 
materially, the result of which would 
be that, instead of earning 5 per cent 
on the fixed valuation, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission will be enabled 
to reduce rates still further and force 
these railroads into bankruptcy. That 
is what this bloc would desire them to 
do. This bloc has not the interests of 
the railroads at heart, and we cannot 
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see how they have the interests of the 
United States at heart. 

Their interest is merely to create such 
a situation as will force the Government 
to take over and operate the railroads 
because they have behind them all the 
adherents and advocates of the old 
Plumb plan, and the Government wants 
to take over these railroads, throwing 
5,000,000 employees into the political 
ranks, which would not be good for the 
shippers or the United States as a whole. 

We want the thinking business men, 
such as you are, to understand these 
things and to see that where you have 
the influence those people who are try- 
ing to undermine the credit of the rail- 
roads are not successful in their attempt. 





Forwarding Agent’ 


HE species, kind and variety of forwarding agent 
are as numerous and varied as the shells on the 
They range from the ambitious gentle- 
man with a sharp pencil and a pineboard desk of none 
too scrupulous methods, up to concerns with an invest- 
ment of half a million dollars upward, serving a genuine, 
economic purpose in the handling of commodities. 

It does not follow that because a man may be engaged 
individually as a forwarding agent that he is not doing 
There are many such, of good 
reputation, rendering valued service. On the other hand, 
there are, and have been, concerns of considerable size 
operating as forwarders whose sharp practices and un-

a legitimate business. 


Prior to Interstate Commerce Law 


EFORE the enactment of the Inter- 

state Commerce law, the railroads 
of the country performed every con- 
ceivable function incident to transporta- 
tion. Forwarding agents were then un- 
known except at seaports, where they 
were engaged in the booking and clear- 
ing of freight. Carload freight moving 
on one bill of lading was distributed to 
sundry consignees, collection of purchase 
money was made and remitted, stocks 
of merchandise were carried in and dis- 
tributed through local freight houses, 
all such services being furnished by the 
carrier who paid substantial rebates in 
addition. 

With the coming of the Interstate 
Commerce law, the services of the car- 
riers became more and more clearly 
defined. Shippers found it necessary to 
engage the services of some person or 
organization outside of the railroad staff 
to handle such details. The negotiation 
of sales in distant markets called for the 
shipment of minimum carload orders,

WHAT THE FORWARDER 
AIMS TO DO 


6 ces field of the freight for- 
warder in America’s distribu- 
tion scheme was outlined at the 
Chicago convention of the National 
Distributors’ Association by F. L. 
Bateman, of Chicago, president of 
the Trans-Continental Freight Co. 
and president also of the National 
Furniture Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation. Some of the forwarder’s 
service ideals as set down by Mr. 
Bateman are: 

1. Complete and accurate infor- 
mation with reference to move- 
ment of shipments. 

2. “To carry through”’—full re- 
sponsibility for complete result to 
the shipper. 

3. Care in loading traffic. 

4. Financial responsibility. 

5. Prompt movement of freight. 








scrupulous methods bring discredit to the name. 
Freight forwarding embraces a remarkable variety of 
activities in practically all countries of the world. The 
business is of comparatively recent development in the 
United States, but is well and favorably known in 
England and Continental Europe, where forwarders have 
a definite status as so-called intercepting carriers. 
Where conditions of carriage vary in substantial de- 
gree, where technical rules and regulations govern, 
where limited liability is a factor, the forwarding agent 
in Europe becomes a literal encyclopedia of expert knowl- 
edge, whose services and facilities the public use ex- 


only too frequently burdensome to the 
dealer. 

Thereupon groups of shippers in 
related industries began the consolida- 
tion of like commodities for long haul 
shipment, permitting a more rapid turn- 
over of stocks by the local merchant. 

The forwarding agents, organized for 
the purpose and provided with a tech- 
nical knowledge, unnecessary for the 
individual shipper to burden himself 
with, gradually reached a position where 
their services became of value to the 
manufacturer and the dealer. 


Enter the Forwarder 


And so the forwarder found a field in 
which his services were useful and were 
paid for, providing, first, that the ser- 
vice rendered was satisfactory, and, 
second, that the charge for such service 
was reasonable. 

During the past twenty years severa: 
thousand forwarding agents have 
engaged in various forms of traffic ac- 
tivity. More than 60 per cent of them 
have failed. Some left a slimy record 
behind them, others suffered an eclipse

by reason of changing conditions. Those 
who have survived have done so only 
because they gave a full measure of 
value in the economic scheme of things. 

The flow of traffic from production to 
consumption invariably follows the line 
of least resi.tance. The forwarder must 
therefore know that his service relation 
must be with the flow of the stream, not 
ag inst it. This involves a few simple 
but important factors. 

If the forwarder is assembling freight 
for carload movement to distant parts, 
he must of necessity be assured of a 
dependable volume of related traffic, 
moving along the highways in which 
that traffic can move at lowest available 
rate combinations. 

When the forwarder’s clientage has 
reached the point where dependable 
volume is assured, then and not until 
then should he claim to give good service. 
He must conduct the operations so that 
full, complete and accurate information 
can be given those he serves at all times 
with reference to the movement of ship- 
ments. To give a shipper incorrect in- 
formation for the purpose of covering 
up mistakes or errors or shortcomings 
of any kind in the forwarding business 
is the most certain road to failure. 


“Carry Through” 


To carry through ought to be another 
service ideal of the forwarder. It may 
cost time and money, but if it con- 
stitutes part of the engagement the 
properly conducted forwarding medium 
will assume full responsibility for the 
complete result he professes to give the 
shipper. 

I recall an instance some years ago 
in which a small town in the Northwest 
had set a date for the opening celebra- 
tion of its new electric light plant. The 
car containing essential parts of the 
equipment was caught midway in a 
deplorable traffic jam. To meet an im- 
portant situation the car had to be set 
at a small siding out on the plains, con- 
tents unloaded and the packages in ques- 
tion transferred to the next westbound 
express car on an overland passenger 
train in order to accomplish delivery in 
time to avoid almost tragic disappoint- 
ment. 

Another service ideal in the forward- 
ing business should be that of care in 
loading traffic. Perhaps no detail is 
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more important in rendering good for- 
warding service than that of care in 
handling traffic intrusted to the for- 
warder’s custody. Traffic managers 
nowadays, using the services of the for- 
warding agent, want to know how they 
perform, not how they talk. 


Financial Responsibility 


Like any other business, he who de- 
votes himself more to sales than de- 
liveries in the long run will suffer. 
Abraham Lincoln, you will recall, rose 
in a crowded little court room in south- 
ern Illinois to address the jury, follow- 
ing a young lawyer just out of college, 
whose attempt at verbose eloquence was 
almost grotesque. Abe said he once ran 
across a steamboat on his travels down 
the river. The boat looked fine but it 
had one fault, its whistle was bigger 
than the boiler; every time it wanted to 
whistle ‘the paddle wheels_ stopped. 
There must assuredly be more boiler 
than whistle in the shipping business. 

Financial responsibility should be 
more than a service ideal of the for- 
warder. It should be an assured con- 
dition satisfactory to the shipper he or 
they serve. 

An amazing amount of faith is some- 
times displayed by shippers who intrust 
tens of thousands of dollars’ worth of 
freight to a forwarder without financial 
responsibility when their credit depart- 
ment would require a definite and satis- 
factory rating on every customer sold. 

Some years ago one enterprising for- 
warder, so-called, collected $18,500 for 
prepayment of charges to Australia. 
The traffic arrived c. o. d., resulting in 
a prompt cable to the shipper, who upon 
inquiry found the forwarder had de- 
camped to parts unknown. 

Another enterprising gentleman 
formed a forwarding company, collected 
a shipload of goods and sailed for Costa 
Rica. They found him on a farm in 
Alberta five years later and he now 
resides in Sing Sing. 

In concerning himself with the ques- 
tion of good service, the traffic manager 
must of necessity know something about 
the conditions under which a forward- 
ing company is endeavoring to give 
service. 

The traffic available for consolidated 
carload movement, between certain as- 
sembling and distributing points, may 
be only of necessary volume to insure 
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sufficiently frequent forwarding dates, 
if confined-to one medium only. 

The inrportant factor in the service 
of a forwarder is to move the freight 
promptly. A number of years ago a 
certain industry in one of the principal 
cities decided to pool their 1. c. 1. traffic 
for shipment to distant markets. They 
decided to use the service of forwarders 
and permitted their traffic to become 
competitive between a number of such 
concerns. They soon found, in the wake 
of grief that followed, that good service 
was not to be obtained by dividing the 
the traffic between a number of different 
mediums. One concern was selected, 
and when the freight committee was 
satisfied that the service charge was 
reasonable and facilities ample, the 
total traffic was confined to the one 
channel. The promptness with which 
cars were dispatched was at once multi- 
plied to a degree of efficiency. 

No human activity, for which com- 
pensation is exacted, long endures un- 
less it shall first be the result of a de- 
finite need in the economic scheme of 
things. If a freight forwarder, there- 
fore, finds a place in the sun in which 
to grow he must above all else have 
merchantable service, and merchantable 
service like a merchantable commodity 
must meet the need of the buyer. 

We have heard much in recent years 
of the term distribution. The word is 
well chosen, for it embraces in four 
syllables all that is implied in the great 
process of carrying from those places 
where the things necessary for food and 
shelter are produced, to the places they 
are consumed. 


Move Freight! 


The freight forwarder is an infinitely 
small and humble part of the great 
human caravan, but if his job is well 
performed he will find continued need 
for his services. 

Briefly summarized, the forwarder’s 
business is to get the freight over the 
road under conditions of minimum ex- 
pense without loss or damage. His ser- 
vice ideals should be synonymous with 
that of the great slogan of Rotary Inter- 
national, “He Profits Most Who Serves 
Best.” 

This rule of action is fixed as the law 
of specific gravity, and he who runs 
contrary to its precepts cannot long 
survive.

Further Explanation of Warehousing’s Proposed Forms and Methods 


By A. H. GREELEY, 


Chairman, Committee on Simplification of Forms and Methods, 
American Warehousemen’s Association 


HE work of the committee on simplification of forms 

and methods of the American Warehousemen’s 

Association is practically completed. The forms 
have been approved and I am now working on the final 
report to Mr. W. W. Morse, president of the American 
Warehousemen’s Association, which will be ready and 
discussed and presented at the meeting of the associa- 
tion at Galveston in January. 

The committee was appointed as the result of a joint 
meeting held in Washington between the warehouse in- 
dustry with the Secretary of Commerce and the Domes- 
tic Distribution Department of the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States. 

I think that the National Distributors’ Association is 
to be congratulated upon perhaps being the instigators 
—at least producing the necessity which finally resulted 
in the calling of that meeting. Most of you who attended 
the meeting at White Sulphur Springs and the year 
previous at Cincinnati will remember that considerable 
effort was put forth to work out a form, a standard form, 


that could be given to your distributors who store in 
warehouses throughout the United States that would 
give you detailed information as to the arrival of mer- 
chandise in the warehouse and the deliveries that have 
been effected therefrom. 

There was worked out at the White Sulphur Springs 
meeting a form upon which the National Distributors’ 
Association agreed and also which was approved by the 
American Warehousemen’s Association at that conven- 
tion. Now, as a result of that effort, and things which 
have transpired since that time, the subject seemed to 
be one of such importance that it got notice through the 
Chamber of Commerce of the United States, and through 
them a meeting was called in conjunction with the De- 
partment of Commerce and the warehouse industry was 
then invited to attend. 

After a thorough discussion of the subject at the 
meeting in Washington and the possibilities of extend- 
ing our service, for the benefit of the trade a committee 
was appointed to work out the various forms necessary. 





N order to eliminate all of the unneces- 
sary features of our work, we di- 

vided ourselves up into sub-committees, 
and certain features of this work were 
detailed to those sub-committees to work 
out. 

I can’t pass without making some lit- 
tle reference to the men who were en- 
gaged on that committee, and my men- 
tion of their names at this time is wholly 
to let you know that the best minds in 
the warehouse industry have lent their 
effort to producing what, I believe, is a 
wonderful compilation of standard forms 
and methods for the conduct of our in- 
dustry. 

We have on our committee such men 
as Colonel Gehrhart, Mr. Bacon and 
Mr. Tilley, and I presume you men are 
acquainted with them. Mr. Gehrhart is 
general manager of the Bush Terminal 
in New York, and Mr. Tilley is vice-

president of the New York Dock Co. 
Mr. Bacon is engaged in the cold stor- 
age business at Providence, and there 
is Mr. Lewis, representing the Merchants 
Refrigerating Co., New York. Mr. 
Stokell is now with the national cold 
storage interests in Chicago. There is 
Mr. Tunbrink of St. Louis; Mr. Crutcher, 
my associate at Cleveland; and Mr. Dan- 
iel of Kansas City and Mr. Green of 
Petersburg. Mr. Morse is an ex-officio 
member of the committee. 


5000 Forms Examined 


A great study has been made of the 
various forms used by warehousemen 
throughout the United States. We had 
a compilation of perhaps 5000 forms in 
which to go over and picked out the 
pertinent and best features of each form. 
We wrote to all of the national distrib- 
utors of consequence and got their opin- 
ions as to these forms. 

We asked the pertinent question as 


to which warehouses in the United States 
were using the type and kind of forms 
that seemed best suited and adapted for 
the business or the intent for which they 
were used. 

I believe the correspondence that this 
committee has conducted during some- 
what over a year since it was appointed, 
in my office, at least, will far exceed the 
correspondence of my own company. 

The work of the committee from the 
beginning has simply pyramided itself 
until it has taken perhaps most all of 
my time during this last year. We are 
not bragging about our work; we are not 
conceited about it; we feel we have mere- 
ly blazed the trail and that future com- 
mittees who will be assigned to this 
work will find many little parts which 
can be touched up and many forms, per- 
haps, which will be substituted. 

The committee has made no effort to 
standardize in any way what might be 
claimed as an inter-house form. Those 
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forms are of such a variety and nature 
that the nature of the business itself 
really should designate the style and 
kind of form that should be used on an 
inter-house operation. 

In beginning our work we took the 
operation step by step, as we negotiate 
with your organization and with the mer- 
chants and manufacturers’ generally 
throughout the country, from the begin- 
ning of the first inquiry coming or the 
request for service, or the request for 
rates, down to the time that we have 
rendered a stock report and an invoice. 

These forms briefly cover a proposal 
form which is a contract in itself and 
will usually embody terms and condi- 
tions which will be printed on the re- 
verse side of this agreement. I believe 
that you men who are distributors will 
agree with our committee that, when 
you make an inquiry for rates or for 
service in various cities, you will imme- 
diately, if you ask for many different 
cities at a time, get back a different 
form, a different manner of presenting 
the story, from each one. 

I am always for an individual manner 
of soliciting business, and I think in- 
dividuality in any business is really the 
keynote of that business. I think it 
would be almost too much like machine 
work, with all of the efforts of the ware- 
housemen standardized to remove that 
individuality, but I believe there will be 
appreciated on the part of the distrib- 
utors an effort to standardize the sit- 
uation, the wording in detail of those 
forms, so that when you receive a quota- 
tion from one organization you will get 
the same from another. There is no 
reason why that individuality should be 
taken away from the presentation of 
that rate, for a well-worded letter always 
accompanies such a quotation sheet. 
Much effort has been put forth on this 
proposal form. 


Terms and Conditions 


Now, as to the terms and conditions 
of this form—and the same will apply 
to some of the other forms which the 
committee has worked out—the individ- 
ual terms and conditions of the issuing 
warehouse will always be printed on the 
back of this proposal, unless that ware- 
houseman uses the standard terms and 
conditions approved by the American 
Warehousemen’s Association; and, in 
the cases where the warehouse company 
is issuing a tariff, the terms and condi- 
tions naturally will be found in that tariff 
and perhaps only a reference then will 
be made on the form to the tariff. 

Where the standard form of the Ameri- 
can Warehousemen’s Association is used 
by the warehousemen, that will be placed 
on the front left-hand corner of every 
form. There will always be an approval 
by the Department of Commerce, when 
that has taken place, that will always 
be placed on these forms. 

I presume you men must realize that 
in order for the warehouses throughout 
the country to give you service it will be 
impossible for us to do so unless we 
have received, previous to your shipment 
at least, a bill of lading which will tell 
us which road and which way the car is 
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carrying the contents of the car, giving 
the name of the shipper, and many 
times we have arriving on the track 
many cars which are without this infor- 
mation and which, without opening the 
car, you could never tell whom it was 
intended for. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that a bill of lading or manifest or 
loading sheet be sent to the warehouse 
previous to the time of arrival of your 
shipment, if you expect the warehouse 
to give you service. That is a main 
point, the thought you must give con- 
sideration to if you expect service. 

In order to insure the carrying out of 
this feature of the work of the commit- 








THE BACKGROUND: 


ORMS and methods pertaining 

to the business relationship be- 
tween shipper and storage execu- 
tive have been finally worked out 
by a special committee of the 
American Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation in cooperation with the De- 
partment of Commerce and the Do- 
mestic Distribution Department of 
the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States. 

What these forms and methods 
are was explained at the Chicago 
convention of the National Dis- 
tributors’ Association by the com- 
mittee’s chairman, A. H. Greeley, 
president of the General Storage 
Co., Cleveland. 

Mr. Greeley told the shippers how 
the forms will benefit their busi- 
ness. In a foreword to his formal 
address he explained: 

“It is the intention of Secretary 
Hoover, after the report of our 
committee has been made, to call 
a meeting of the manufacturers 
and distributors of the United 
States at Washington, and I be- 
lieve that the National Distrib- 
utors’ Association can be the means 
of pulling that meeting together. 
This association would be better 
able to broadcast and carry the 
message over the country than any 
other, and I know of no greater 
opportunity than the one for your 
organization to be in the front line 
and sponsor that effort when the 
time comes.” 








tee, three stickers have been provided. 
They have been worked out in rather a 
careful manner. They will be sold to 
the members of the warehouse industry 
throughout the United States, to be 
pasted on stationery, correspondence and 
other documents, to get to your notice 
and to the notice of your shipping de- 
partment, so that a strong propaganda 
will at once take place to put that fea- 
ture of the committee’s work into op- 


eration. Those stickers are now being 
printed, and will be broadcast very 
shortly. 
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The committee spent considerable 
time working out the memo of arrival 
and an over, short and damage report. 
The memo of arrival, as those men who 
have attended the warehousemen’s con- 
ventions throughout the country for 
some years well know, has been a sub- 
ject of discussion and a great bugaboo 
among our organization people for a 
good many years. 

The memo of arrival is a rather inno- 
cent looking document. It designates 
the receipt of merchandise in the ware- 
house and has been construed by those 
who desire to misuse warehouse receipts 
as a negotiable instrument. It has been 
so defined by the law, and it has been 
so used by bankers throughout the United 
States who do not give careful thought 
and study to just what a negotiable 
warehouse receipt should be, but the 
Courts have interpreted in many in- 
stances that a memo of arrival is a 
real negotiable, and it has been the 
means of getting many warehousemen 
into trouble. It was also a tool for 
those who desired to misuse that sort 
of an instrument, and for that reason 
the committee by unanimous action de- 
cided that in the future there should 
be no more issuance of a form cover- 
ing a memo of arrival, but in its place 
a non-negotiable warehouse receipt will 
be used. 

Over, Short and Damage 


The over, short and damage form that 
this committee has worked out perhaps 
received a more careful study than any 
other of the forms upon which we have 
been working. That document is a very 
important one in the conduct of the 
warehouse business for the reason that, 
in case the merchandise arrives in a 
damaged condition, if the shipper or 
owner of the property does not receive 
his proper notice in time, a laxity occurs 
in the filing of claims, with the resul< 
that the warehouse is not only put in 
bad repute but the shipper is abused as 
far as having his claim entertained by 
the transportation interests, and it is 
always better to have a complete and 
careful investigation made at the time 
the car is unloaded than some weeks 
later or some months later. 

The committee was extremely fortu- 
nate in being able to get this report of 
this form before the American Railway 
Executives’ Association, before the As- 
sociation of Claim Agents, who were in 
convention during the year, and the form, 
as it now stands, has received the ap- 
proval of both of those organizations. 

I think we have accomplished quite a 
wonderful step in service to you men by 
the working out of this form, and I 
know you will be pleased when you 
see it. 

As to the issuance of negotiable and 
non-negotiable receipts, the committee 
had very little work to do because both 
of these forms had been previously ap- 
proved by the American Warehousemen’s 
Association in convention. The associa- 
tion has spent considerable time, effort. 
and money in conjunction with the best 
legal minds in the country to effect 
this receipt, and for this reason the com- 
mittee has accepted and adopted those 
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forms of receipts as approved by the 
association. 

The notice of orders filled, the forward- 
ing of bills of lading, is another subject 
which from your side as a distributor 
is of great importance. In going over 
the various forms which are in use for 
getting back the information required 
by you, we did not find in any case where 
the same method was used by any two 
warehousemen alike, so that the working 
out of this form and the standardization 
of this form will bring to you, we believe, 
the reports in a standard size and all 
alike, so they will be much easier for 
filing and for handling when received. 


Invoice and Stock Report 


This form embodies several copies 
which are intended for use on an inter- 
warehouse matter, for the shipping de- 
partment. The bill of lading is made 
out at the same time, so that there can 
be no error in making all forms at the 
same time. 

The standardization of invoices and 
stock reports was perhaps one of the 
hardest pieces of work the committee 
had to do. Some of the warehousemen 
are issuing a joint invoice and stock re- 
port, and we found, by survey of the 
subject, by getting in touch with the 
distributors, that this ofttimes did not 
work out satisfactorily in your office, for 
the reason that the auditing department 
desired the invoice for passing on to 
the treasurer for payment, and the stock 
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report ofttimes goes to the sales depart- 
ment to keep track of the merchandise, 
and for this reason on this form the com- 
mittee has worked out one which is a 
separate, ordinary invoice. 

The stock report, however, is dual in 
purpose. It has a memorandum of the 
invoice and a well worked out stock re- 
port which will give you all of the de- 
tails, for that is necessary so that you 
can check stock and keep the same record 
that the warehouse company does. 

I will not take up your time in dis- 
cussing the report of the household divi- 
sion feature of our work, for I deem 
that is not interesting to you, but we 
have worked out a standard set of forms 
for the household industry, and it has 
been compiled by men engaged in the 
household business. 

Now, as to what is to be done with 
our report or with these forms when 
they have been approved is a matter 
which I think you men must approach 
with a neutral mind. 

I wish that you would picture the 
warehouse industry when you come to 
think about the adoption of these forms 
and their interlocking in the forms that 
you are now using. It is only human 
nature to feel that everything we do our- 
selves is always the best, and that no 
doubt the forms that have been worked 
out by the individual warehousemen an- 
swer the purpose for which they are in- 
tended. Now, to get the warehouse in- 
dustry to accept these forms is going 
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to hurt the feelings of many of the 
warehousemen throughout the United 
States. I am sure, however, that the 
warehousemen are going to adopt these 
forms as standard, and it can be done, 
as I have said before, only by approach- 
ing the subject from a neutral stand- 
point. 

I think that we can, for the sake of 
harmony and for the sake of coopera- 
tion, well afford to give up some of our 
little pet ideas in view of adopting and 
making something in industry standard. 


Shippers’ Support Urged 


I believe that the warehouse industry 
is to be congratulated by being the first 
picked out by the Department of Com- 
merce to standardize its forms. There 
are many of the industries in the United 
States which have been called to Wash- 
ington to standardize some of their op- 
erations, such as the brick manufactur- 
ers and the bolt and nut manufacturers, 
but ours is the first industry that has 
been asked to standardize its forms, and 
in the selling of our service to commerce 
I know of no better way to stabilize this 
service, to produce cooperation in an 
unselfish manner, than by the work this 
committee has done. 

I bespeak for the American Ware- 
housemen’s Association, for our common 
organizations, for the Department of 
Commerce and for the Chamber of Com- 
merce, your effort in helping put over 
this work of the committee. 


Floater Insurance with 


Warehouse Stocks

tical purposes you men who are handling it will 
have to consider it as a commodity. The Paul vs. 
Virginia case set out insurance as not being commerce, 
but it is a commodity at least to the extent that quality 
and price do vary, but with all respect to those selling 
insurance it does not necessarily follow that a lower 
cost may mean a lessened quality. Quality has as much 
or more to do with the wording of the form attached to 
your policies as it has with the company’s standing. 
At one time insurance was written specific, even to 
named articles. You will find policies today in rural 


i cat aes is not legally commerce, but for all prac-

districts covering pianos. 
write on a building and on stock of merchandise while 
in the building. Then on the contents, then on the con- 
tents of two or more buildings average, until finally the 
blanket form has come to us. é, 

Floater insurance with warehouse stocks is a further 
enlargement of that plan of blanket insurance and you 
may picture the several warehoused stocks as being lo- 
cated on the plant property when featuring floater in- 
surance. ; 

For the same (and more) reasons that blanket in- 
surance on a plant is preferable to specific, floater in- 
surance on warehouse merchandise stocks is desirable. 
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OR instance, you are storing in sec- 

tion A of a warehouse, and so insur- 
ing. Section A becomes jammed and the 
goods are put into section B or section 
C. How are you always to know in 
which section they are located? 

Your insurance is on goods in section 
A. There is any amount of independent 
stock uncovered today even though you 
have full insurance and are paying the 
premium thereon, for the stock has been 
shifted from one section to another and 
you are insuring specifically in a certain 
section. There is quite a difference in 
San Francisco, Montreal and Jackson- 
ville. Goods are in and out frequently 
before the insurance department or the 
accounting department has been notified 
of their change and the insurance ad- 
justed accordingly. 

A typical floater form I understand is 
the real problem and it will read—I have 
one before me that is in use by probably 
the most of the larger concerns of the 
country, or a modification to fit particu- 
lar needs—roughly as follows: 

“This policy insures John Doe & Co. as 
now or may be hereafter constituted, for 
account of whom it may concern as in- 
terest may appear. Loss, if any, to be 
adjusted with and payable to (in- 
dicated party). On any or all property 
of every description, including improve- 
ments and betterments to building and 
premises, located anywhere in the United 
States or Canada.” 

This may be a broad form, yet the jew- 
elers write a form covering all risks 
which the insured may be content to bear 
on the underwriters, without reservation 
and affidavit of loss in prima facie evi- 
dence of loss, and claim will be paid 
thereon; so it is not as broad a policy as 
is used in some trades. 

The history of its development may be 
interesting but of no particular value 
here. 

First, perhaps you have wondered why 
the local agent has not readily responded 
to the demand for this form of insur- 
ance. 

There are several reasons. Insurance 
is a commodity. For the same reason 
that your Kansas City sales manager 
objects to the Chicago office soliciting or 
selling in his territory, the Kansas City 
insurance agent objects to the Chicago 
agent soliciting or selling insurance on 
property located in his territory on which 
he does not get the credit and commis- 
sion. 

The chief objection to floater form of 
insurance by the companies is that they 
are somewhat at the mercy of the hon- 
esty of the assured in the matter of re- 
porting values for the purposes of pre- 
mium adjustment. There have _ been 
some rather raw deals purposely or 
otherwise on the part of some assureds 
in this matter, and your association 
should stand solidly back of a square deal 
in the matter of reporting the values if 
you desire to hold the particular form 
of insurance which is desirable for you 
to hold, and which is floater insurance. 

State laws provide for taxes on pre- 
miums on insurance written on property 
in the State. You have heard of taxes 
before, so that in the matter of floater 
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insurance you have involved the pres- 
tige of the State, the profits of the 
agents, and the party politics of the 
State, to a certain extent, also. 

However, floater insurance may be 
practically and legally written and that 
is the point that you are interested in. 
Some few agencies practically may be 
said almost to make a specialty of that 
form of insurance. 

From your standpoint, the insured, the 
buyer, its fundamentals are those of any 
insurance problem; the hazard and the 
chance of loss; the financial necessity, 
or desire, to insure or carry the risk 
yourselves, and the insurance market 
available, and there is a definite floater 
insurance market. It is entirely possible 
that stocks may become so widely dis- 
tributed as to render self-assumption of 
risk feasible through a reserve fund. 

Floater insurance is written by both 
admitted and surplus line companies. 
Either may be acceptable according to 
the particular company or through the 
agency offering it. 

Going back to the floater form. There 
are two fundamentally different types 
which are often confused. 








F interest to the insurance de- 

partment of every national dis- 
tributor using public warehouses is 
this talk on insurance by F. C. Frye, 
publicity manager of the Policy 
Holders Union, at the Chicago con- 
vention of the National Distribu- 
tors’ Association. Mr. Frye ex- 
plains in detail what floater insur- 
ance is and advocates it as being 
desirable coverage on stocks in 
warehouses. 








One we will touch on and pass on. It 
is the co-insurance type, usually written 
for 100 per cent. With co-insurance 
sufficient insurance must be carried to 
provide for maximum values (or you be- 
come a co-insurer) and cancellations ef- 
fected for reduced values frequently at 
short rate. This form thus shows the 
disadvantage of waste premiums through 
over-insurance or co-insurance penaliza- 
tion when under-insured. and_ usually 
short rate cancellations which amount to 
15 per cent or 20 per cent as compared 
with pro-rata cost. 

The other and more generally used 
form, certainly the more generally de- 
sirable, is what is known as the report- 
ing form, which provides that the in- 
sured shall keep a record of the values 
at the various locations and periodically 
report them to the agency as indicated 
in the policy. 

An approximate advance premium is 
paid; at the end of the policy year the 
premium is adjusted to the average risk. 

This form has the advantage of no 
waste premium through over or under 
insurance; no anxiety that unknown 
stocks are uninsured, and no short rate 
cancellations. 

There is frequently used in this form 
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a 90 per cent reporting clause which is 
often mistaken for a 90 per cent co- 
insurance clause. 

The 90 per cent reporting clause 
provides that the assured shall pay 
premium on 90 per cent of the value 
reported, which is equivalent to a 10 
per cent reduction in insurance cost 
and in no way affects the cover, as 
obviously nowhere near 90 per cent of 
the goods insured will be destroyed at 
one time. ‘ 

A floater policy has substantially the 
benefits of a shipping or travel policy 
except that it will not, to the same ex- 
tent, pay where the carrier is clearly 
responsible, 

That is, under many conditions of 
shipping, the reporting floater policy 
covers, the difference between a transit 
policy and the other being that the in- 
surance company is directly responsible 
to the assured and collects through sub- 
legation from the carrying company; 
whereas under the reporting form the 
assured ordinarily on the direct respon- 
sibility collects his own railway or 
transit damage claims. The only reason 
for the railway form in that score is 
that you want the insurance company 
to finance your claims, your uncollected 
claims. 

The average value of the floater form 
at each location, times the rate at that 
location, each added and the total pre- 
miums divided by the total value, give 
an average rate. 

Ordinarily about 15 per cent reduction 
may be expected, but from 5 per cent 
to 00 per cent has been observed, depend- 
ing on circumstances. 

Floater insurance does not lend itself 
practically when more than 20 per cent 
of the total value is in one location; that 
is, if you have $100,000 across the coun- 
try, about $20,000 is about all that will 
work in a floater cover, or 20 per cent. 

And the smaller the maximum (not 
the average but the maximum) single 
location value as compared with the 
total value, the better the distribution 
of risks and the better the corresponding 
rate that may be expected. 

Properties with extreme rates do not 
well adjust themselves together readily. 

For instance, half of your properties 
may be sprinklered at 5-cent to 20-cent 
rates, and the other half, ordinary ware- 
house properties, at about $1 rate. In 
many instances it would be better to 
write two floaters or otherwise segregate 
the low-rated locations. Floater insur- 
ance is best adaptable where you have 
$100,000 or better total value. I have 
seen it written as low as $10,000 but it 
is hardly practical or necessary on lower 
values and it is written up to almost 
any amount. 

Where there are pronounced fluctu- 
ations, the floater policy is sometimes 
taken for about the ordinary range of 
fluctuation and an excess at a lower 
rate is taken to cover the extreme excess 
value. If values run from $1,000,000 
to $5,000,000 you take a floater for a 
couple of million and an excess to apply 
only when the person is exhausted for 
the next couple of million and the next 
excess for the next couple of million and 
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in rare instances a third excess for that 
peak load is taken, each rate stepping 
down from the previous rate. You 
understani that under this form the 
second and third excess would not apply 
until the amounts payable under the 
original floater and first excess had been 
exhausted, so that the chance of loss and 
consequently the rate on the second 
excess would be much smaller. 

It is possible to carry the usual 
specific insurance in a minimum amount 
of value at each location where fluctu- 
ations are extreme and have the floater 
apply as excess over the regular insur- 
ance. In this case the specific insurance 
would be first exhausted and the floater 
applied to make up the excess loss and 
to make up co-insurance deficiencies of 
the specific insurance. 

Floater insurance may be written to 
cover goods at cost, or selling, or market 
price. The two latter embrace the ele- 
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ments of profit as well as factory re- 
placement values. 


Values on Selling Price 


If you are insuring your goods on 
selling price you should report your 
values on selling price, for you must 
bear in mind that in equity, and prob- 
ably in law, the basis on which you report 
your values and pay premiums will be 
the basis on which your adjustment will 
be made. If you report only 20,000 in 
that warehouse and it is shown you had 
40,000 in there, you will probably have 
an argument with the adjuster to collect 
on a different basis. Certainly he has 
the logic on his side so far as equity is 
concerned, and that has come up re- 
peatedly under conditions that would 
surprise you, if you knew them. 

The fire risk and lightning are the 
only ones touched on here. You should 
not overlook tornado, strike, riot and 
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civil commotion, theft insurance, sprin- 
kler leakage and insurance on goods in 
warehouses; where you have employees, 
workmen’s compensation and_ public 
liability should have consideration. 

If you have perishable goods of a 
certain nature in cold storage, the ques- 
tion of consequential damage to inter- 
ruptions of cold storage facilities is 
sometimes a pretty vital item. 

There are peculiar conditions entering 
into every individual business. You 
should see that your floater policies, in 
fact all insurance policies, are drawn 
up to fit your particular business con- 
ditions. 

You want to be pretty careful of uni- 
form or standard forms. They are made 
for general consideration and _ should 
just as much as a suit of clothes have 
it. If clothes don’t fit us we cut them to 
fit. It is easy to get insurance too broad 
as well as not broad enough. 





at the Brooklyn Army Base 


Vy ARSROUENG. for the Army at 
least, can be classified under three 
general heads: first, receiving; second, 
care and preservation; third, shipping. 

Receiving naturally divides itself into 
inspection, checking, and a proper turn- 
over to storage or shipping. For this 
purpose one-half of the first floor front 
of Warehouse A (Section 103) will be 
designated as the receiving section. 
This section is provided with an inspec- 
tion room equipped with proper tables 
and instruments for careful inspection of 
all articles purchased. 

For convenience of administration, the 
labor bureau, laborers’ time clocks and 
clothing racks, mimeogiaph print shop, 
and storage room for articles on survey, 
are also located in this section. 

When necessary for unloading pur- 
poses, the receiving section is expanded

to include the platform and corridors 
alongside the railroad siding.

to the receiving section and all articles 
purchased by this depot are delivered 
there except as hereinafter noted. A 
sample of each article purchased is com- 
pared by an inspector with the purchase 
order; the specifications, or the sample 
submitted with bid. If satisfactory and in 
accordance with requirements, the pur- 
chase order is returned O.K.’d. When 
unsatisfactory, the attention of the prop- 
er official is called to the condition. 

Supplies shipped in from other depots, 
posts or camps are also received, in- 
spected and classified in this section. 
Supplies purchased for the Army trans- 
ports, forage and bulky supplies for over- 
seas shipment are delivered at Pier 2, and 
inspected there. Supplies purchased for 
local delivery at the various posts sup- 
plied by this depot are subject to loca) 
inspection. 
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Care and Preservation 


HIS is covered in general by the one 

word, “storage.” Care includes a 
proper checking in and out as well as 
eareful inventories at either regular or 
irregular intervals as directed. Preserva- 
tion involves proper storing and con- 
tinued inspection. 

Under storage is also included packing 
and repacking. Packing the supplies in- 
tended for turn over to shipping; repack- 
ing supplies that are opened for inspec- 
tion or classification. 

Subsistence, although under “storage,” 
handles a considerable amount of its own 
stock both in receiving and shipping for 
reasons of economy in handling and be- 
cause of perishable or semi-perishable 
nature of the stock. 

Proper warehousing is a subject upon 
which much can be written and only a 
few general rules can be laid down here. 
A thorough general survey of all ware- 
houses and space available is first neces- 
sary in order that a general layout can 
be considered and planned for. 

At this depot, the working floors are 
the first-and third, as these floors, on 
account of the railroad trackage and 
truck platforms on the first floors, and 
the bridges on the third floors, are capa- 
ble of operation to the largest extent 
without calling upon the elevator service, 
thus economizing time and labor. There- 
fore to these floors, particularly the first, 
should be confined that class of supplies 
which turn over most frequently. Sup- 
plies which are either held in reserve or 
which do not turn over frequently are 
relegated to space upon other floors, 
being careful in all cases to keep each 
general class of supplies together upon 
the same floor and in the same sections 
where possible. 

Thus subsistence should be on one of 
the first floors and regular supplies, so 
far as practicable, on another. This will 
effect a saving of 50 per cent in the time 
and labor of handling this class of sup- 
plies. 

Basement storage will practically clas- 
sify itself, as it will be usually confined 
to heavy hardware, animal drawn trans- 
portation, tent poles and pins, and bulky 
material of similar nature not readily 
affected by dampness. 

The space on each floor and section 
thereof in which it is intended to stow 
the different classes of supplies having 
been indicated, such supplies as are in- 
tended for stock or reserve are taken to 
these particular sections as soon as they 
have been inspected and checked and are 
there properly stowed. This stowing is 
made preferably in cubical piles of equal 
tiers to admit ready checking. Ends 
should be to the aisle, markings right 
side up, and dunnage used where neces- 
sary to permit ventilation or to stiffen the 
piles. 

The most approved warehousing 
method calls for double space, though 
this is rarely permissible on account of 
lack of space, but in all cases when prac- 
ticable at least 25 per cent free space 
should be maintained. 

Aisles are divided into main aisles, 
side aisles and dead aisles. Main aisles

are never blocked; side aisles rarely, and 
dead aisles only when stock of a simi- 
lar kind is piled on either side. 

In warehouses as strongly constructed 
as those here, there is little danger of 
exceeding the floor load, but with very 
heavy articles this must be considered. 

All corridors and bridges should be 
kept cleared of permanent stowing in 
order that the space be utilized for traf- 
fic, and when necessary for temporary 
stowing until permanent space is avail- 
able, or for overhaul, inspection and 
reclassification. 

A stock record card posted to date is 
kept on each pile of commodities. These 
stock record cards are of no value un- 
less they are absolutely correct and kept 
posted. To supplement these stock rec- 
ord cards, an experienced warehouseman 
will find a loose-leaf record on a Shan- 
non file very convenient and valuable in 
checking, inventorying or shipping. 

In Army storage, the expense wvhich 
must be watched carefully and kept at 
a minimum at all times is labor. Labor 
is best conserved by handling a com- 
modity right the first time; that is, put- 
ting it where it belongs and stowing it 
properly so that it can be easily checked 
and inspected. Double handling means 
double expense as well as some damage 
and deterioration in the articles handled 
or in their containers. Every man-hour 
of labor must be utilized to the utmost, 
and this can be done only by carefully 
planning, followed by proper stowing. 

Think yourself and try to make others 
think. Encourage suggestions from fore- 
men and laborers. Praise good work and 
criticize poor. Encourage a feeling of 
pride among foremen and laborers in 
a job well done. 

‘Large, heavy items difficult to handle 
should be given the shortest possible 
haul. Items easy to handle but carried 
in large quantities and turned over fre- 
quently should be in a convenient loca- 
tion with short haul. Commodities un- 
loaded from cars or barges should not 
be taken off trailers until stowed at the 
designated section. 

The fundamental general purpose of 
stowing is to get at what you want 
when you want it, with the minimum 
expenditure of time and effort. 

Standard methods of piling each class 
of goods will be followed and will insure 
neatness and uniformity. When in doubt 
as to the best or standard method, don’t 
go ahead on a guess, but ask the head of 
the supply division for instructions. He 
has the responsibility, so put the decision 
up to him. 

Have everything in the open, where 
it can be inspected and counted. Don’t 
cover up to hide wrong practice. If it 
exists or has existed, we want to know 
about it and correct it. The oldest stock 
must be issued first, so do not have it 
covered up or hidden by a fresher lot. 

All goods will be counted before or 
during stowing and stock record cards 
corrected, or new ones prepared if no old 
ones. 

Bulk goods only belong on warehouse 
floors. All open or broken packages be- 
long in the broken package room. 

For our warehousing we are informed 
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that the minimum quantity of supplies 
for stock will be a six months’ supply 
and the maximum nine months. 

For every article stocked there is a 
correct name. Failure to use proper 
nomenclature leads to endless confusion 
and to loss of time in referring papers 
back and forth. If the name does not 
properly identify the article, add a brief 
technical description, and constantly work 
for standardization. 

Movable equipment must be kept in 
good condition and'in its proper place. 
Goods must be moved with expedition 
and without lost motion. For this we 
must have the right tools and appliances 
in serviceable condition and where they 
can be readily reached. Trailers must 
be constantly inspected and should be 
sent to the repair shop when necessary. 
Mark with chalk the nature of the repair 
required and date withdrawn from ser- 
vice. Trucks must also be inspected and, 
when not in use, lined up neatly in des- 
ignated sections, preferably near elevated 
banks. Do not mix baggage trucks with 
freight trucks. Utilize gravity convey- 
ors when their use will conserve time 
and labor. 

For the protection of the Government’s 
interest, there is nothing more important 
than a well-kept perpetual inventory. 
The necessity for an accurate compila- 
tion is thoroughly recognized, and it can 
be obtained only by constant attention 
to the following simple rules: 

1. Nothing must enter a storeroom 
without some form of advice. These doc- 
uments form the debit items. 

2. Nothing must leave the storerooms 
without a shipping order. These form 
the credit items. 

3. Accuracy in receiving, delivering, 
posting and inventorying. 

Regulations with regard to protection 
from pilfering, fire, no smoking, general 
police and special care for perishables 
and other classes of commodities are 
published under orders or in special in- 
structions, and are not considered in 
this article. 

Shipping 


6 gees main points to be observed by 
shipping are accuracy, dispatch and 
utmost attention to the paper work con- 
nected therewith. 

It is assumed that all supplies will 
reach shipping properly packed and ad- 
dressed, with shipping tickets and pack- 
ing lists accompanying. It is then up 
to shipping to obtain shipping papers 
and actually start the supplies on their 
way out of the depot. 

The following is a brief outline of the 
travel of the necessary papers. If fol- 
lowed carefully, shipment of goods should 
not be held up for accomplishment of 
paper work. 

Requisitions, if approved and in proper 
form, are first entered in the shipping 
ticket register by serial number. Thence, 
with routing slip attached, they travel 
to the commodity section. After being 
made of record, they are returned with 
notation as to what items are in stock 
and what must be purchased. Then, in 
the order entry section, a shipping ticket

Your Trucks Carry?

ing in any form and neglects to consider his 

motor trucks as a part of that advertising is 
losing 50 per cent of his opportunities for getting dol- 
lar for dollar value on the money spent. This holds 
good no matter what kind of advertising he undertakes 
and no matter how much he spends for it.” 

So says a storage warehouse executive of a good many 
years of experience in building up a successful business 
in the city of Boston. And with it he opens up a serious 
train of thought: 

Are warehouse owners as a whole making the most 
of the advertising possibilities of their trucks which 
are constantly before the public, seen by thousands of 
people, every day? Are they fully aware of the ways 
open to them for actually making the appearance of 
these trucks, at no extra cost, create new customers, in- 
crease the popularity of the firm name and bring in 
more business? 

A business man will often fuss around for hours 
thinking up the wording for a two-inch “ad” to go in a 
telephone book. If he is going to buy blotters or calen- 
dars it will rarely take him less than a half hour to 
pick his choice from the samples a salesman shows him. 
And then he wonders whether he has seen enough sam-

ples. Why? Because he is paying money for the tele- 
phone book “ad” and for the blotters and calendars. He 
is buying them purely as advertising and he intends to 
be sure the advertising reflects the sort of character he 
wants his firm name to be known for. 

Then one day the truck department manager comes in 
and says that a half dozen of the cars ought to be 
painted. “Can’t do it,” the business man may say. 
“They'll run just as well without a coat of paint for 
another season.” Or he may say, “All right. But tell 
Smith to make a better job of it this time than he did 
with that last batch. And see if you can’t get him to 
knock off $25 apiece on the cost. This ought to be a 
pretty dull season for him.” 

Then, maybe, he buys a few new cars. He buys them 
and he pays for them and he appropriates money for 
painting them because they are a necessary part of his 
business. They haul goods for him and that is the 
primary purpose they serve. So, when it comes to de- 
ciding what the paint man is to put on them, the chances 
are that he will leave it to the truck manager. The truck 
manager very often, not having an instinct for adver- 
tising, will see that the name, address and telephone 
number goes on and will tell the paint man to give them 
a “good, snappy combination of colors.”

i ae as a matter of fact, the two 
sides and the front and back ends 
of a motor truck represent an adver- 
tising space many times the equivalent 
of the choicest billboard in town. It 
costs nothing and for this reason is often 
slighted. But it is worth a lot of 
thought in framing the kind of adver- 
tisement that is going to make an 
impression, 

The nearest approach to the motor 
truck as a standard advertising medium 
is the billboard, poster or car card. All 
of them have a good many things in 
common. 

In the first place, the message must 
be short and to the point. It must say 
something and say it quickly, so that 
“he who runs may read.” 

It must catch the eye by means of a 
compelling color combination, a compell- 
ing advertising statement or an unusual- 
ly attractive picture.

ing to the advertising dictionary is a 
complete story boiled down to a few well- 
chosen words. A slogan gains force by 
sheer repetition; it becomes, good or 
bad, the fixed opinion of the public to- 
ward the firm that uses it. 

The selection of a slogan, or whatever 
copy may appear on a motor truck, must 
not be left to the moment’s inspiration 
but should be created upon a common 
sense basis and should actually repre- 
sent the business for which it is selected. 
It must be the kind of a phrase that 
will “wear well,” year after year, and 
stand the weight of considerable re- 
sponsibility as it grows more and more 
prominent. Best results are obtained 
from slogans which are: 

1. Easy to read 
2. Easy to say 
3. Easy to understand 
4. Easy to remember.

should always be avoided: first the 
boastful slogan; and, second, the at- 





trucks would find it very profitable to 
observe and study some of the billboards 
and car cards used by national adver- 
tisers in his city. Get the spirit of the 
advertising message they have to tell 
you; notice how completely they do it 


in a very few words; and see how 
cleverly they use colors to catch the 
eye and to make an interesting picture. 

Now the right kind of an advertise- 
ment to put on a motor truck, as far as 
wording is concerned, can be nothing 


tempt at humor or what might be called 
“cheap-fun poking.” The latter is usual- 
ly the more disastrous of the two. Once 
in a while a concern may develop a 
slogan with a touch of cheerful humor 
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or at least a pleasant lightness that may 
go over well, but the chances are much 
in favor of the more direct selling 
phrase that the public would be apt 
to agree with rather than to laugh at. 

It is a good thing to get “punch” into 
the copy you put on a motor truck, but 
the “punch” must be delivered with a 
good deal of skill lest it come back with 
greater force than that with which it 
was delivered. 

Here is a good test to which every 
concern should put the copy which is 
intended to be lettered on the motor 
truck: 

1. Do the words used have a common 
acceptance as to meaning? 

2. Will the words recall a definite 
association in the mind of the average 
individual? 

3. Do the words appeal to both young 
and old, to men and women folks? 

4. Does the whole idea say something 
definite; give a plausible reason for its 
existence; or help to create a desirable 
impression toward the firm it repre- 
sents? 

5. Does it appeal to natural human 
tendencies rather than attempt to force 
some idea that people must be educated 
to accept? 

6. Does the combination of words 
have a pleasing and impressive sound? 

7. Do the words have an attractive 
appearance when arranged in_ the 
manner in which they are to be used? 

One thing particularly worth thinking 
about in creating the copy for the motor 
truck advertisement is the _ positive 
versus the negative suggestion. 

A typical example of the negative 
appeal would be the slogan, “We Never 
Disappoint.” While it does give an im- 
portant selling point, it nevertheless 
creates an impression that is un- 
desirable. 

Taking the same idea and swinging 
it around to the positive suggestion such 
as “Where the Promise is Fulfilled,” 
would have considerably = greater 
strength. 

The first thing of all is to get a real 
selling idea, preferably not a general one 
but one that has a particular signifi- 
cance to the owner’s individual business. 

For instance, a phrase like “Quality 
First, Service Always,” while rather 
good sounding, might be applied to most 
any business under the sun. The same 
holds true of slogans like “A Trial Will 
Convince You,” “Ask Your Neighbor,” 
and similar ones. 

A combination of words such as these 
cannot ever hope to become a good will 
asset to the business, simply because 
there is nothing distinctive or individual 
about them. 

The big opportunity in building for 
good will and greater business through 
this form of advertising is in getting 
away from the commonplace, in avoiding 
the lines of least resistance, in creating 
the selling idea that will by constant 
repetition be associated in people’s minds 
as belonging to the firm that uses it. 

There have been many notable suc- 
cesses in taking advantage of motor 
trucks as advertising media by the use 
of illustrative or decorative trade marks.

Where the concern has adopted a 
trade mark, a distinctive style of letter- 
ing for the firm name, or for an indivi- 
dual slogan, it is always wise to con- 
sider giving it the prominence of con- 
spicuous appearance on the body of.each 
vehicle. This keeps it persistently be- 
fore the people and helps to keep tne 
idea alive. There are good possibilities 
in the use of an illustration to give 
strength and _ distinctiveness to the 
message, and the warehouse owner 
would do well to consider this. 

The majority of concerns which have 
had experience in studying and working 
out profitable motor truck advertising 


agree that it is best practice to give 
all the cars a uniform appearance; that 
is, to decide first the most practical 
arrangement, and then to paint all the 
vehicles alike. 

Framing the advertisement for the 
motor trucks is a serious business and 
must be conducted along well laid lines. 
Moreover, the warehouse owner, having 
selected what he believes is a good com- 
bination of words, should remember that 
with it he incurs the responsibility of 
living up to it, and that failure to do 
so renders it more of a liability than 
an asset, as it will then be a standing 
reminder of his unreliability. 
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Continuous Lift Barrel Elevator 
Designed by a Warehouseman 


N the July, 1923, issue (page 13) of Distribution & 
Warehousing was published an illustration, with some 
descriptive text, of the installation of a jib crane 
operated by the Central Storage Co., Kansas City. The 
designing, by a warehouseman, of a special piece of equip- 
ment so as to obtain the use of an outside yard is indicative 
of the interest being manifested by public storage execu- 
tives in the subject of handling materials by means of 
machinery. 
The Central’s installation was more an adaptation or 
assembly of standard equipment to fit a particular location 
than it was the development of an entirely new type of 


We are interested in presenting, this month, three views 
of equipment which has been developed by W. A. Culbert- 
son, superintendent of the Chambersburg Ice & Cold 
Storage Co., Chambersburg, Pa. This plant makes a 
specialty of storing apples, and has a capacity of 30,000 
barrels, together with a cold storage room for vegetables 
and produce. The company is a member of the Interna- 
tional Apple Shippers’ Association. 

It may be stated that several other storage companies 
handling the same class of goods have since installed 
similar equipment and are operating it successfully. Thus 
the mechanical ingenuity and experience of one warehouse

f 4 HE principle of elevating barrels on 

what is known as a continuous ele- 
vator is not new; standard equipment 
known as suspended tray or finger ele- 
vators, as described in the Material Han- 
dling Forum in the October, 1923, issue of 
Distribution & Warehousing, has long 
been used for this purpose. 

But although it is true that standard 
equipment has already been developed, 
we find numerous instances where the 
warehouseman, for reasons of his own, 
has seen fit to design and build his own 
equipment. We have sometimes won- 
dered why this should be so. Some of 
the possible reasons are: _ 

1. Many material handling manufac- 
turers do not take the time nor do they 
show the inclination to cooperate with 
the warehouseman in educating him how, 
when and where to use their equipment, 
and frequently they turn down business 
rather than deviate from their standard 
construction. 

2. If the warehouseman is mechani- 
cally inclined, he can design equipment 
which will fit his operating conditions, 
and he does not necessarily have to fig- 
ure on the factor of safety, for which 
equipment manufacturers have to allow, 
and for possible abuses which might be 
imposed upon their installations. 

3. Often the warehouseman can build 
his equipment of lighter design; and, by 
using local labor, he can reduce the cost 
of installation. 


has benefited many. 


4. The material handling manufac- 
turer has to guarantee his equipment and 
has a large overhead selling cost, which 
makes his prices higher. 

Perhaps one, possibly all four, of the 
foregoing reasons prompted Mr. Cul- 
bertson of the Chambersburg company 
to design and build his own equipment, 
as shown in the accompanying illustra- 
tions. 

The Material Handling Forum, while 
indorsing the design shown, does not 
consider that the average warehouseman 
has the mechanical ability to design his 
own material handling equipment, and 
therefore would like to caution ware- 
housemen in this respect, and refer them 
to the material handling equipment manu- 
facturers or material handling engineers, 
in case they desire special equipment to 
meet their particular needs. 

The photographs herewith show two 
types of barrel elevators—one of a per- 
manent nature, for either the outside or 
the inside of the building, for raising bar- 
rels between floors; the other, a portable 
elevator for raising barrels higher than 
the second tier when placing them in 
storage. 

Fig. 1 shows the continuous lift bar- 
rel elevator for raising barrels between 
floors. This particular installation is 
mounted on the outside of the building, 
and is loaded direct from a truck unload- 
ing platform, and raises the barrels to 
the second and third floors of the ware- 


house. The barrels can be seen in posi- 
tion on the lifting bars, and the com- 
pact construction of the entire equipment 
is plainly visible. The principle of op- 
eration of this outside barre} lift is 
the same as for the portable barrel lift 
shown in Figs. 2 and 3. 

Fig. 2 shows the loading side of the 
portable barrel elevator, while Fig. 3 
shows the unloading side. When barrels 
are to be elevated, they are rolled on 
to the machine in the space directly 
under the guard screen. A platform be- 
tween the uprights supports the barrel 
until the lifting bar picks it up. In this 
way it is unnecessary for the man rolling 
the barrel onto the machine to wait for 
the barrel to be picked up. This fea- 
ture permits him immediately to pro- 
ceed to roll the next barrel into position 
for elevating. 

By examining Fig. 3, the operating 
mechanism of the entire equipment be- 
comes visible. Arrow A points to the 
lifting bar, which is attached to two end- 
less chains running over head and foot 
sprockets. The foot sprocket shaft is 
connected to a worm gear, which in turn 
is driven by the motor. This gear ar- 
rangement permits the load to be stopped 
at any height, and started as desired, 
without danger of the load dropping. 
The lifting bar is simply an inserted 
pipe, properly fastened to the chain, which 
supports and raises the barrel between 
the side guides. 
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Fig. 2 (at right)—View of portable bar- 

rel elevator, showing loading side, in-

The foot sprockets are so arranged that 
the lifting bar passes under the plat- 
form which supports the barrel, thus 
coming up beneath it for raising. 

A Arrow B points to the general unload- 
i ing mechanism. This mechanism is ad- 
| justable and is fastened direct to the 
machine framework and side guides. The 
guides are built so that they can tele- 
: scope, thus permitting easy adjustment. 
; The entire mechanism is held in place 
: by spring latches, so that the adjustment 
5 can be made instantly to the height de- 
‘ sired for discharging barrels. 
5 This simple arrangement of fastening 
the discharge mechanism eliminates the 
¥ necessity of carrying a tool kit for loosen- 
4 ing and tightening bolts. 

Arrow C points to the barrel tripping 
device, which engages with the lifting 
bar (A) as it travels upward. By means 
‘ of a toggle arrangement this bar (C) 
: is attached to the ejectors (D), and, as 
the lifting bar proceeds upward, the ejec- 
5 Fig. 3 (above, at right)—View of porta-

tors (D) move inward and under the 
barrel as it passes, and the ejector fingers 
accelerate the discharge of the barrel as 
the lifting bar passes by. 

Thus we find the operation of this 
portable barrel lift to be very simple. 
The operator moves the machine paral- 
lel to the rows of barrels, and each barrel 
is automatically raised and discharged to 
a predetermined tier. The elevator is not 
used while placing the first or second 
tier, but comes into operation only for 
the placing of the third tier or of any tier 
above this height. 

When it is desired to move the portable 
barrel elevator from one storage room 
to another, the elevator is tilted over 
sidewise upon its large wheels and moved 
like a truck. The compact construction 
permits transporting this machine from 
one floor to another upon an ordinary 
freight elevator. 

The height for any storage room must 
be determined by the overhead clearance 
of pipes and girders. A machine 8 ft. 
in height will lift to the sixth tier. The 
entire equipment occupies a floor space 
of 3 ft. in width and 5 ft. 6 in. in length, 
and is operated by a 1-hp. electric mo- 
tor, the power for which can be obtained 
from a light socket in the storage room, 
thus eliminating the necessity for in- 
stalling additional power lines. By using 
a long length of flexible cable, the ma- 
chine can be moved short distances or 
long distances, as desired, without dis- 
connecting from the socket for each 
move. 

In the case of the outside barrel eleva- 
tor, however, it is necessary to provide a 
heavier motor, as the load being raised 
at one time is greater. In these installa- 
tions it is therefore necessary to provide 
a power line. 

Mr. Culbertson says:

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“The portable barrel elevator was par- 
ticularly designed to save time and 
money for the apple storage man. Every 
operator of a cold storage plant appre- 
ciates the difficulty of securing sufficient 
labor of the proper kind to handle and 
store the apple crop in the limited period 
of time during which the work must be 
done. He also knows the great physical 
effort and strain on his men in arranging 
the barrelled apples in the storage rooms, 
especially after completing the third 
tier. 

“In the hands of ordinarily intelligent 
workmen, the portable barrel elevator 
eliminates practically all of the exhaust- 
ing work connected with placing barrels 
above the third tier. It hoists barrels to 
their places at the rate of four per min- 
ute when manned by three men, one to 
load the machine, one to operate the ma- 
chine, and one to rank the barrels.” 

This machine, which was designed and 
built by one warehouseman, is now being 
passed along to the trade and several

machines have been built, and a patent 
has recently been granted for this device, 
which can also be built for any kind of a 
barrel. The Chambersburg Ice & Cold 
Storage Co. is now operating the port- 
able ones in the store rooms with great 
success; and has two of the larger ones 
(shown in Fig. 1) attached to the outside 
of the buildings, for lifting the barrels 
into the different stories. 

The company’s records show that it has 
handled 30,000 barrels of apples in a 
period of three weeks with eight men, the 
same eight men being used also for rou- 
tine work about the plant. The main 
points put forward in favor of this ma- 
chine are: 


1. It is a practical machine to elimi- 
nate hard labor in the storage of 
barrelled apples. 

2. It expedites the handling of barrelled 
apples entering the storage room. 

3. It reduces the number of men re- 
quired to tier the barrelled apples. 
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4. It gives high efficiency and saves 
labor, time and expense. 

It is not recommended that the port- 
able machines should be built more than 
twelve feet in height, which permits 
barrels to be raised eleven feet four 
inches from the floor. 

The outside or permanent machine, of 
course, can be built to any height desired. 

Undoubtedly other warehousemen have 
designed and built equipment to fill their 
particular needs. Now that “the other 
fellow” is letting us see his equipment, 
it is hoped that more warehousemen will 
cooperate with the Material Handling 
Forum in presenting illustrations and 
descriptive data of material handling ma- 
chinery which they have conceived, or of 
standard equipment which is sold by ma- 
terial handling manufacturers and which: 
they are now successfully operating. 

We are interested also in obtaining 
data on unsuccessful installations, those 
which have been tried and found want- 
ing—for the information of others. 


The “TEC Uplift”—a New 4-Wheel Drive Lift Truck 


F Mgenbed piece of material handling 
equipment—the “TEC Uplift,” a 4- 
wheel drive lift truck—has been put on 
the market by the Terminal Engineering 
Co., 17 West Forty-fourth Street, New 
York City. 

From this machine are absent the 
small diameter pilot or trailer wheels 
commonly found on elevating platform 
or lift trucks. This elimination, it is 
claimed, permits wider freedom of action 
in traversing obstructions such as cob- 
bled streets, railroad crossings, etc., and 
that it permits a closer approach to the 
freight car to or from the floor of 
which the material is to be lifted or re- 
moved. This claim holds good also, the 
company states, in the matter of stack- 
ing goods in a warehouse, awaiting ship- 
ment. 

The “TEC Uplift” is vuilt with vary- 
ing heights of uprights for different re- 
quirements. In some cases it is desired to 
have the truck run right into a freight 
car. In other cases high stacking is de- 
sired. In all cases the table (as shown 
in the illustration on page 36) will drop 
to a surface height of 5 inches from the 
floor. -While loads may be carried di- 
rectly'on the platform, the manufacturer 
recommends the use of low leg (wooden 
or all steel) demountable platforms or 
skids; in this way, it is claimed, much 
time is saved, as the truck is not apt 
to be kept waiting for loading or unload- 
ing, but is used for carrying only. 

The table is 4 feet long by 26 inches 
wide. Provision has been made for 
changing the style of table by dropping 
out the table and saddle and placing in 
the uprights other types of saddles with 
horns, double tang or Vee type tables. 

The horn type is intended for handling 
coiled rods or reels, car wheels, etc. The 
double tang type—the top of which goes 
down to within 2 inches of the floor— 
is intended for handling tin plate in load- 
ing into or unloading from freight cars, 


stacking in storage, etc. Other types for 


other uses are available. 
The capacities on separate bodies are: 


Lb. 

2100 evenly distributed load on 6 ft. platform 
2300 evenly distributed load on 5 ft. platform 
2600 evenly distributed load on 4 ft. platform 
3000 evenly distributed load on 3 ft. platform 

The hoist will raise a 3000-lb. load at 
25 feet a minute. It will elevate empty 
at 50 feet a minute. The hoisting unit 
is operated by an inclosed, watertight 
motor of the same type, rating and frame 
as those used in driving the truck. The 
reduction is through worm and gear, the 
worm and shaft being integral; & sol- 
enoid is used to reledsethe brake on 
the motor shaft, and an automatic brake 
is provided to prevent the load from be- 
ing lowered too rapidly. 

The manufacturer says the truck will 
easily ride over cobbles and other rough 
going and operate effectively in snow 
and ice conditions, needing no specially 
prepared runways. The truck is carried 
on four wheels, which have 20 by 5 inch 
solid rubber tires 3 inches thick. All 
four wheels are individually driven, each 
being provided with a standard vehicle 
motor, fully inclosed and weatherproof. 


There are three revolving members in the 
drive unit, consisting of motor shaft, re- 
duction gear and pinion, which are in- 
tegral, and the wheel itself. The entire 
unit is grease packed, requiring prac- 
tically no attention for long periods, as 
reduction gear and wheel rotate on roller 
bearings, and the motor has ball bear- 
ings. 

Steering is accomplished by rear 
wheels only, which gives the shortest 
possible turning radius of 6 feet 9 inches. 
The rear wheels are equipped with fulf 
leaf springs and are each provided with 
internal expanding type brakes actuat- 
ing inside the reduction gear member. 
Brakes are controlled by the operator’s 
foot. An odometer is provided on one 
wheel to record mileage. 

The battery is placed over the rear 
wheels in a special compartment and 
acts as counterbalance for the load and 
seat for the driver, the front wheels 
being the fulcrum. In addition to the 
counterbalancing effect of the battery, 
additional weight is attached at the rear 
of the truck in the form of plate. 

A coupling device is provided for use 
when it is desired to use the truck as 
a tractor. 


Elwell-Parker Co. Is Producing the “Hi/Lo Tructor,” a 
New Industrial Truck and Tractor 


HE’ Elwell-Parker’ Electric Co., 
Cleveland, has placed on the market a 
new electric industrial truck and tractor, 
called the “Hi/Lo Tructor,” designed 
not only to pick up, transfer and set 
down a loaded skid, but to take a load 


at any height up to 6 feet, deliver and. 


deposit it on the floor or place it on 
any level up to 72 inches above the floor. 

Mass production in recent years, says 
a statement by -the company, has de- 
manded the movement of larger units 


and economizing of floor space, and this 


has called for heavier material handling 


tools to transport and stack or pile. 
The “Hi/Lo Tractor” has been designed 
to meet that need, and handles 6000-lb. 
loads. 

The tructor is 112 inches long, 95 
inches wide, and may be driven through 
a doorway 3 feet 6 inches wide.

| new fireproof warehouse, now under construction at La Grange, a suburb of Chicago, Illinois, for 
the Jackson Storage & Van Company, is a structure with about one hundred and thirty foot frontage 
on Burlington Avenue, and is four stories high. 

The interior arrangements govern the design of the front, the first story being devoted to offices, piano 
storage, etc., and requiring large glass openings. : | 

The upper stories are all used for storing furniture, windows being required only at the ends of the 
aisles. This treatment lends a substantial appearance to the building, and indicates at a glance that it is 
a furniture warehoise. The architect, George S. Kingsley, makes a special point of combining utility and 
beauty in his warehouses, and in this instance has selected a style which is admirably suitable-fer such a 
structure. It is Portuguese, with modern details, calling for a heavy appearance in the first story, form- 
ing an adequate support for the superstructure above. | 

The office and entrance section is emphasized by an elaboration of treatment and enrichment of de- 
tail. In order to obtain the maximum effect of height, all vertical lines are stressed, including fluting of 
piers. 

The color scheme is cream shaded, glazed terracotta and warm gray Kittaning brick, with pale green 
mat, glazed terra cotta spandrels and decorations. A small amount of polychrome terra cotta has been in- 
troduced to effect a smart appearance. 

The first story windows and entrance doors are protected by heavy grills of simple design, which add a 
sense of security. 

Every modern device or convenience used in the furniture moving and storage business has been 
embodied in this building. 

T. A. Jackson, president of the company, cooperated in securing the excellent results accomplished in 
the appearance of the building, realizing the necessity of the community. for a warehouse which accom- 
modates its needs, and visualizing the advertising value of a well designed fagade which expresses truly 
the function of the building. ;

Officers and Committee Chairmen of Trade Organizations of the 
Warehouse Industry Are Invited to Contribute News to This Department 
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Merger of A.W.A. and C.W.C. Is Suggested in 
' Letter by C. C. Daniel to All Members 


Kansas City Executive Would Avoid ‘‘Duplication of Time, Work and Expense”’ 


O all members of the American Warehousemen’s 

Association and the Central Warehousemen’s Club 

a letter has been sent by C. C. Daniel, president of 
the Central Storage Co., a Kansas City member of both 
organizations, suggesting that the time has come when 
the two bodies should give consideration to the suggestion 
that they merge. Mr. Daniel’s letter reads: 

“Stop! Look! Listen!’ 

“Why do we continue to have the two associations, the 
A. W. A., and the C. W. C.? What can one accomplish that 
the other cannot accomplish? Many of the same houses 
are members of both. 

“Which association’s code of ethics, terms and con- 
ditions, cost finding systems, seal or imprint, shall we 
use? 

“With which one shall our State and local associations 
cooperate? 

“Which one shall the national distributors recognize 
and cooperate with? 

“Which one shall the departments of our national Gov- 
ernment, the American Bankers’ Association, the trans- 
portation associations, and others recognize and cooperate 
with? 

“Some of these questions have been asked me by big 
business men who are not warehousemen. This is no 
new subject. It has been discussed before, and of late 
years I have heard no one give any good reason why the 
two associations should not be merged into one. Some 
have said that they should be merged, but that the time 
was not ripe for a merger. 

“If a merger would be a good thing, the sooner we 
start a good thing the better. If it would be a bad thing, 
we should find that out and it should never be done. 

“Would a merger be a good thing? In our own private 
businesses we wouldn’t think of maintaining two separate 
and unrelated organizations, each conducting its own 
separate school of efficiency and its separate sales organi- 
zations for the purpose of selling the same kind of goods 
to the same list of customers. 

“If we are going to sell our distribution service in a 
big way to the national distributors we will have to show 
them that we are for elimination of waste, by getting be- 
hind a united, workable program for the efficient solution 
of distribution problems. 

“I think the two associations should get together and 
find out if some practical consolidation of the two cannot 
be made. I understand very well that at the time the 
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C. W. C. was organized, some thought the American was 
an eastern association. Maybe it was, but the reason was 
simply that the eastern men took more interest in it, for 
which they should be commended rather than condemned. 

“The C. W. C. has done aggood work. It has educated 
the middle and western men, in association work so that 
they now make good A, W. A. and C. W. C. members. 

“With all parts of the country now active in association 
work it seems to me that one good strong association with 
ample funds, with a unity of purpose, and with the respect 
and confidence of the national distributors, the national 
Government bureaus, the Chamber of Commerce of the 
United States, our bankers’ associations, our transporta- 
tion and other agencies, could accomplish much more than 
the two associations with their present duplication of 
time, work and expense. 

“Our company has for years been a member of both 
associations and I believe we have shown our loyalty to 
both, but we, like some others, are finding the duplication 
of time, effort and expense quite burdensome, and I can 
see no good and sufficient reason for continuing this du- 
plication. 

“The work now done by two associations can be ac- 
complished by organizing one national association into 
three sections, eastern, central and western, with semi- 
annual convention of each section in the Summer of each 
year to work out its own sectional problems. 

“What do you think about it? Would be glad to hear 
from you before I leave for Galveston on the 19th. Hop- 
ing to see you at the joint Three Barrel Convention in 
Galveston this month.” 

Indications were, in advance of the Galveston conven- 
tion of the A. W. A., the C. W. C. and the National Fur- 
niture Warehousemen’s Association, late in January, that 
Mr. Daniel’s suggestion would be discussed at the con- 
vention. 

What may, perhaps, be said to be the opinion of many of 
the eastern warehousemen is set down in a reply sent 
to Mr. Daniel by S. G. Spear, treasurer of the Terminal 
Wharf & Railroad Warehouse Co., Boston; treasurer of 
the Massachusetts Warehousemen’s Association, and a 
merchandise division executive committee member in the 
A. W. A. Mr. Spear’s letter follows: 

“I was tremendously interested and pleased to receive 
your letter and feel that you are doing a great service in 
bringing this matter of consolidation before the American 
Warehousemen’s Association and the Central Warehouse- 
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men’s Club. I feel that there is no reason on earth why 
we should not have one strong central body which would 
be nationally known to represent the warehouse industry, 
merchandise, cold storage and furniture. The only thing 
to prevent it is jealousy, selfishness and a narrow outlook. 

“Undoubtedly we easterners have many times over-rated 
our importance, and the western contingent has been over 
modest, and afraid to speak right up in meeting. For the 
last year it has impressed me more and more, as I think 
it has a number of other people, how foolish it is to du- 
plicate our efforts and expense, at the same time losing 
in power and strength of organization by our present 
multiplicity of organizations. 

“T would not blame anybody or anything for the growth 
of these different organizations in their present forms. 
It was undoubtedly necessary at the beginning that the 
great Central West should find means of expression, and 
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learn to think and act together, but now that they have 
found that they can express. themselves and have won 
the respect and esteem of the industry throughout the 
country it would seem that everyone would be gainers 
and none losers by a union of forces. 

“If we of the East have been too arbitrary and tech- 
nical, teach us to think broadly. If you of the West have 
been overawed by powerful interests storing with you, 
let us help you to find the proper balance of power so that 
all may be fairly paid for the service rendered, | 

“Just as the Church needs to get away from its old 
denominational bigotry and jealousy, so should our po- 
litical and business thought broaden. If we can think 
more about the other fellow and less about ourselves, our 
success will be assured. 

“I say—good for you, Brother Daniel—for your bold, 
honest, forceful presentation of this important matter.”

meeting on Jan. 14 at the Aldine Club, 
New York City, and elected officers for 
1924 as follows:

Walter C. Reid, vice-president, Lincoln 
Safe Deposit Co.; J. E. Cassidy, treas- 
urer, Nineteenth Street Storage Ware- 
house, Brooklyn; Albert Fink, president, 
Charles E. Bowman Co., Brooklyn; 
George Kindermann, president, Julius 
Kindermann & Sons, Ine.; and William 
A. Meikleham, vice-president, Manhat- 
tan Storage & Warehouse Co. 

One feature of the meeting was the 
adoption of a motion offered by Mr. 
Wayne indorsing the Mellon income tax 
reduction plan. Under this action Mr. 
Bostwick was authorized to send word 
of the association’s indorsement to Presi- 
dent Coolidge, Secretary Mellon, the 
various New York State Senators and 
Representatives in Congress and the 
chairman of the House ways and means 
committee. 

Mr. Morris in his report as retiring 
president paid a tribute to the work be- 
ing done by Henry Reimers, field secre- 
tary of the National Furniture Ware- 
housemen’s Association, and urged sup- 
port of that work. Mr. Morris predicted 
a sound business year but said there 
was nothing in the furniture warehouse 
industry which warranted a cutting of 
rates. Costs were growing apace in the 
industry, he declared, and it would be 


“insane and unstable” for the ware- 
houseman to do business at less than 
cost. 

Mr. Bostwick in his report as secre- 
tary showed the present membership to 
be seventy-four companies, and said the 
average attendance throughout 1923 was 
fifty-six. He urged establishment of 
the hourly basis in moving in and out 
of the warehouses. Later the hourly 
moving committee, Barrett Gilbert, 
chairman, announced that the committee 
had not been able to reach any plan of 
agreement on this problem during the 
year and so had no report to submit. 

Mr. Meikleham, reporting as chair- 
man of the legislative committee, urged 
that the association continue to keep 
close watch at Albany, the State capital, 
so that unfavorable legislation might be 
defeated. 

The New Yorkers are hoping to get a 
moth damage case into the Courts in 
order to get a ruling which can be used 
as a precedent, but are not having much 
success. The Manhattan Storage & 
Warehouse Co. had such a case but Mr. 
Meikleham in his legislative report an- 
nounced that it had been settled out of 
Court. Charles R. Saul, president of 
the Columbia Storage Warehouses, told 
the convention that a moth damage case 
in which the Columbia is interested is 
now pending and that he would try to 
keep it in the Courts in an effort to get 
a judicial ruling. 

In the Manhattan company’s case the 
customer stopped payment on a check 
which he had given the warehouseman, 
on the ground that goods had been dam- 
aged by moths. The Manhattan com- 
pany brought suit for payment. The 
customer thereupon brought a counter- 
suit, alleging damage to goods by moths. 
The Manhattan company was prepared 
to bring the suits to conclusion in the 
Courts, but the plaintiff in the counter- 
suit changed his mind and insisted on 
settling in full, with costs, thus leaving 
the moth damage issue unsettled: in so 
far as a Court decision was concerned. 

Reporting as chairman of the cost 
finding and uniform methods committee, 
Mr. Wood said most of the members 
had adopted the standard forms worked 
out last year (published in the July, 
1923, issue of Distribution & Ware- 
housing) and he urged the others to do

so. These forms would probably be 
used as the basis of forms to be worked 
out, for general use by warehousemen 
throughout the country, by the National 
and American associations, Mr. Wood 
said. As to a cost finding system, the 
chairman said that the efforts of the 
local association would be confined large- 
ly to propaganda on behalf of the 
N. F. W. A. cost system after the latter 
has been worked out. 

Mr. Milligan in his report as chairman 
of the insurance committee reviewed the 
various changes in rates in 1922 as 
affecting warehousing, and presented 
the following information: 

“A new form of fire insurance policy, 
which is the product of this committee’s 
work in cooperation with a local broker, 
known as the warehousemen’s income 
policy, has been formulated. The inten- 
tion of this insurance is to indemnify 
the assured, up to an amount equal to 
75 per cent of the difference ‘between 
his gross revenue for a period of one 
year commencing from the day the re- 
pairs to the building are completed, less 
an amount equal to his gross operating 
expenses for the same period of the 
year immediately prior to the year in 
which any fire may occur, and the gross 
revenue as shown by the assured’s book 
to have been received for the corre- 
sponding period of the previous year less 
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the aforementioned gross operating ex- 
penses for the year previous to the year 
in which the fire may occur. This type 
of insurance coupled with insurance that 
an assured may carry, such as fire or 
rents insurance, will aid materially in 
financing a new warehouse. 

“Another interesting form, which has 
been revised and improved upon, is 
transit insurance. Under this insur- 
ance, an open policy is issued to a ware. 
houseman, which will cover all merchan- 
dise from the time it leaves the premises 
of the shipper, while it is in your ware- 
house being packed and until it safely 
arrives at its destination. This includes 
the van trip from the shipper’s premises 
to the warehouse, as well as from the 
warehouse to the railroad. It also covers 
express or freight shipments and per- 
mits the released bill of lading to be 
accepted, and the rates which have been 
secured for this policy are approximate- 
ly 50 per cent less than the rate which 
we members are enjoying at the present 
time. Although the shipper has been 
bearing this expense in the past, the 
lower rates now obtainable will react 
to the benefit of the warehousemen; also 
it will reflect credit upon our business 
when such a substantially lower rate 
can be secured for customers. 

“We have been informed that the 
Eastern Union, which is a combination 
of fire insurance exchanges in the large 
cities, is making a survey of losses in 
sole tenant fireproof warehouses for 
storage of household goods, in the large 
cities of its territory—Boston, New 
York, Newark, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and Washington. We have been unable 
to verify this statement but if it is true 
it will be very interesting as we believe 
any rate for fireproof warehouses based 
somewhat upon experience will be very 
much in our favor.” 

John G. Neeser, reporting as chair- 
man of the Oct. 1 leasing committee, 
said his committee was working in co- 
operation with the Department of 
Commerce and was hopeful that in time 
a general system of spreading leasing 
dates over the year—April 1, May 1, 
Oct. 1 and Nov. 1—would be established 
throughout the country. 

A report submitted on behalf of 
Arthur Morgan as chairman of the com- 
mittee on auction sales disclosed that 
the- committee is arranging to establish 
a plan under which no two members of 
the association would hold sales simul- 
taneously and thus divide the buyers. 

Some of the visitors from out-of-town 
made brief talks—including William H. 
Protzman and Charles G. Wightman, 
Philadelphia, respectively president and 
secretary of the Pennsylvania F. W. A.; 
Willard Eldredge, Atlantic City, and 
Frank J. Summers, Newark, respective- 
ly president and secretary of the New 
Jersey F. W. A.; E. G. Mooney, Hart- 
ford, president of the Connecticut Ware- 
housemen’s Association; and Walter E. 
Sweeting, Philadelphia, an N. F. W. A. 
director. Invitations were extended to 
the New Yorkers to attend the Pennsyl- 
varia Association’s annual meeting in 
Philadelphia on Feb. 12 and the Mary- 
land F. W. A.’s annual meeting in Balti- 
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more on Feb. 13. The New York meet- 
ing was concluded with a banquet and 
entertainment.—K. B. S.

‘Discussion of this program developed 
that the membership embraces 100 per 
cent of the men in the industry in Sac- 
ramento, Berkeley, Oakland, Stockton and 
San Jose, and approximately 90 per cent 
of all the men engaged in the industry 
in Washington, Oregon and California. 
It was announced that W. E. Brock, field 
secretary, was touring the Coast, par- 
ticularly Washington and Oregon, round- 
ing up the members for the convention. 
His reports indicated that attendance 
from those States would be large. This 
brought the suggestion from W. E. Bur- 
gess that, as the members in the Pacific 
Northwest had no division of their own, 
and could not attend meetings without 
traveling long distances, it might be ad- 
visable to divide the P. C. F. W. A. into 
three divisions, instead of two as now, 
to be known as the southern, central and 
northern divisions. This was agreed to 
by the meeting and will be brought up 
at the convention. 

E. C. Lyon was appointed a commit- 
tee of one to obtain a newspaper pub- 
lisher to speak to the convention on “Pub- 
licity.” J. M. Nolan, publisher of the 
Oakland Tribune, probably will be the 
man. It was urged by several members 
that as much time as possible be given 
to the subject of uniformity of rates, as 
this is important to the warehousemen of 
the country. A suggestion by E. C. Lyon 
that legislation be given considerable 
time was met with the comment by sev- 
eral that there are now too many laws, 
and that the need of the hour is the re- 
peal of two-thirds of the existing laws, 
without enactment of any more. It was 
agreed that uniformity of rates, to which 
subject the members then returned, would 
eliminate the temptation to the estimator 
to bid too low because of competition, 
and would make all obtaining of con- 
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tracts competitive in salesmanship only 
and not in price. 

C. H. Lockett, Sacramento, suggested 
that packing be done by weight exclusive- 
ly, as labor is paid by the hour and ship- 
ping is charged by weight, and why not 
pack by weight also? John R. Driver, 
Berkeley, said that his company, the 
Students’, makes estimates by weight for 
packing and shipping either by truck or 
by train, but when shipped by truck an 
extra charge is made for goods, such 
as dishes, books and pictures, which have 
to be packed even for truck shipment. 
Pianos are charged also by weight. The 
consensus of opinion was that the mat- 
ter is local in character and that a gen- 
eral rule is hard to arrive at owing to 
widely differing conditions in different 
localities, and the varying cost of labor. 

Several members complained of the 
failure by shippers, notably eastern ware- 
housemen, to furnish the correct addresses 
of the owners of household goods shipped 
westward either for storage or for de- 
livery. This will be brought up at the 
February convention and, in all prob- 
ability, a memorandum on it will be 
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sent to the N. F. W. A. 

President Driver started an argument 
when he asked for hands on the ques- 
tion: “How many send checks imme- 
diately on receipt of bills of lading?” 
Two members replied that they did. 

“It is a bad practice to send the money 
on receipt of the bill of lading,” said Mr. 
Driver. “The National’s convention has 
decided that the receiver should collect 
the money before remitting to the ware- 
houseman who shipped the goods. I 
would like, however, to have an expres- 
sion of opinion as to whether this mat- 
ter should be brought up at the February 
convention.” 

After considerable discussion it was 
decided to present the matter to the con- 
vention and let the whole membership 
decide on a uniform method. Mr. Stern 
suggested that the P. C. F. W. A. be 
asked to go on record as supporting the 
National against remitting on receipt of 
bill of lading. 

The question of long-distance moving, 
i.e., country hauling, new rates on which 
are to be presented to the convention by 
a committee of which C. H. Lockett,

Sacramento, is chairman, brought, out 
the fact that it is general usage on the 
Coast to make an extra charge for pack- 
age, pick-up and delivery on lots of less 
than 1000 lb. No minimum, however, is 
maintained. Some firms make 4000 lb. 
the minimum for a special trip, and the 
truck owners decided to make this an 
official minimum at their convention in 
Fresno last summer. 

J. B. Lillick moved that the reelection 
of J. R. Driver as president be recom- 
mended at the February convention. 
Overruling President Driver’s protests, 
Secretary Holt took the chair and put 
the motion, which was carried unani- 
mously. Mr. Driver then declared that 
he would refuse to serve another term, 
and would continue this refusal before 
the convention. Prospects for his re- 
nomination, however, are excellent. 

Mr. Driver added that he would like 
to have the northern division recommend 
to the association at the convention that 
it name committees in conformjty with 
the committees of the N. F. W. A. and 
operating along the same lines. This 
will be done.—H. H. Dunn. 


Department of Justice Rules Against Circulation of 
Certain Statistics by Trade Associations 


DECISION important to all trade 

associations was rendered by the 
Department of Justice on Jan. 12, ruling 
that such an association may not legally 
circulate statistics concerning produc- 
tion, distribution and prices among its 
own membership. Such acts the depart- 
ment rules is a violation of the anti- 
trust laws. 

The moot question as to how far trade 
associations may go in their activities 
was put up to the Department of Justice 
by Secretary of Commerce Hoover in 
order that trade associations in general 
might know their exact status and also 
cooperate with the Department of Com- 
merce in compiling statistics of the vari- 
ous trade associations. The decision, as 
rendered by Attorney General Daugh- 
erty, however, would seem further to 
curtail trade association activities, which 
the Department of Commerce is seeking 
to broaden, insofar as the law makes it 
permissible. 

In a letter requesting the opinion, Sec- 
retary Hoover suggested that the “col- 
lection and distribution of unidentified 
information and statistics as to produc- 
tion, stocks on hand and prices on closed 
transactions, provided it is made avail- 
able on fair terms” to the public, as well 
as those within the association, might 
not be a violation of the law. The At- 


torney General, however, fails to agree, . 


although Mr. Hoover expressed fear that 
trade associations which now collect 
such statistics and turn them over to the 
Government might cease to cooperate if 
refused the right to circulate their own 


figures. The gist of the Department of 
Justice’s ruling is as follows: 

“Trade associations legally may col- 
lect and turn over to the Commerce De- 
partment statistics concerning produc- 
tion and distribution, as well as prices of 
the commodities with which their indus- 
tries deal. They may not, however, cir- 
culate such data among their own mem- 
berships. 

“In the judgment of the Department 
(of Justice) the effect of general in- 
formation as to the conditions of an 
industry, such as the total production, 
shipments, stocks on hand and the aver- 
age price, or range of prices, is entirely 
different from that resulting from each 
person engaged in an industry receiving 
directly, or through a common medium, 
reports which reveal to him the exact 
condition of the business of all of his 
competitors. Again, the idea seems to 
be prevalent that no exchange of in- 
formation between the members, regard- 
less of its extent or character, can be 
unlawful if at the same time publicity be 
given thereto through the press or some 
Governmental agency. 

“In the judgment of the department 
this idea is likewise fallacious. The il- 
legality as well as the evil results arise 
from the cooperation among the mem- 
bers pursuant to a positive or tacit un- 
derstanding, and this cooperation is not 
affected by publicity. Those who pur- 
chase the commodity, though fully in- 
formed as to the activities of the associa- 
tion, can protect themselves only by an 
organization and cooperation of like 


character. which. if it were lawful. is an 
impossibility upon the part of the 
public.”

is prepared, of which the blue and white 
copies go to the commodity section in 
warehouse for filling;. the golden-rod 
copy goes to the packing room, and the 
additional four or more copies are sent 
to the service section for file by State and 
requisition number, pending return of 
the blue and golden-rod copies showing 
actual shipment. At the warehouse com- 
modity section the blue copy is sent to 
the foreman for selection of articles, and 
follows with them to the packing room. 
The golden-rod copy goes to the packing 
room, where it awaits the arrival of the 
blue copy. 

After the shipment has been carefully 
checked and packed, six copies of the 
packing list are made. One copy of the 
packing list and the blue copy of shipping 
ticket are returned to the service sec- 
tion. Five copies of packing list and 
the golden-rod copy of shipping ticket 
are turned over to shipping with the 
shipment. One copy of the packing list, 
on which the shipping section acknowl- 
edges receipt of the shipment, is re- 
turned to the commodity section, where 
it is filed with the white copy of the 
shipping ticket. The golden-rod copy 
of shipping ticket and copies of the pack- 
ing list are then forwarded to the rail 
transportation division, where bill of lad- 
ing is prepared. The original B/L with 
the required copies, and copies of packing 
list, are sent to the shipping section 
for actual shipment of the merchan- 
dise. One copy of the B/L is withdrawn 
by transportation. Freight charges are 
entered thereon, and it is sent to the 
service section with the golden-rod copy 
of shipping ticket. 

If shipment is to go forward by water, 
the merchandise is delivered a Pier 2 di- 
rect ‘with the copies of packing list, one 
of which is delivered with the shipment 
and the others are receipted and re- 
turned. 

If shipment is to go forward by truck 
only, arrangement for truck is made by 
shipping, and after shipment has been 
made, accomplished golden-rod copy, with 
the copies of packing list, goes to the 
service section. : 

Shipments going forward by Long 
Island Railroad are held pending accu- 
mulation of a solid car or a sufficient 
number of shipments to make a less than 
carload shipment to a transfer point. 
Shipments are then loaded, car sealed 
and papers showing car and seal num- 
bers are sent to transportation for bills 
of lading on all the shipments so loaded. 
Bills of lading are delivered by transpor- 
tation directly to the railroad, and car 
is switched out and placed in transit. 
This procedure is not to be observed on 
“immediate action” shipment, which 
must be shipped by the most direct 
means. 

Household goods and property of Army 
personnel must be handled with the same 
care, dispatch and accruacy to avoid 
breakage, delays and errors.

Packing 

HK VERY article must be carefully 

verified and checked by packers 
against the golden-rod copy of the ship- 
ping ticket and the packing list. The 
packing list must be verified, and the ut- 
most endeavor made to reduce errors to 
the minimum. A packing list, properly 
authenticated, will accompany’ every 
package when it leaves the depot. 

Packages prepared for shipment must 
not only be in good order and look neat, 
but must be plainly marked and ad- 
dressed in such a way as to reflect credit 
upon the depot. 

In case of congestion in the packing 
room, bring the fact to the attention of 
the storage officer, who will immediately 
take the necessary steps to relieve same. 


Repacking 
X'‘CEPT in the case of broken con- 
tainers, repacking is usually only 
performed under instructions from the 
head of the supply division for the pur- 
pose of reclassification or inspection. 
When this is done, it will be along 
standard lines already established, 
and every precaution will be taken to 
stow repacked stores in such a manner 
and location that they will not be mixed 
with supplies of the same character that 
have not yet been repacked. 
In repacking, priority will be given to 
articles on requisition or immediately re- 
quired for replenishment of stock. 





John De Houst Dies 


‘Death on Jan. 6 removed John De 
Houst, president of the Merchandise Co., 
Inc., Brooklyn, and a member of the 
American Warehousemen’s Association, 
New York State Warehousemen’s Asso- 
ciation and the Warehousemen’s Associa- 
tion of the Port of New York. 

Born in Brooklyn fifty-three years ago, 
Mr. De Houst lived in that city all his 
life.

WOULD REPEAL TAXES 
ON MOTOR VEHICLES 


EPEAL of the excise taxes on auto- 

mobiles, trucks, motorcycles, tires, 
inner tubes, parts and accessories was 
asked recently under the terms of three 
bills introduced in the House by Con- 
gressman Robert H. Clancy (Dem.) of 
Michigan. The repeal of these taxes, 
characterized as_ discriminatory and 
unjust, would mean a saving of approxi- 
mately $144,000,000 to the automotive 
buying public during next year, accord- 
ing to Mr. Clancy. 

The fight for the repeal, which is 
being fostered by the National Auto- 
mobile Chamber of Commerce, is to be 
made in Bill No. 2891, asking for the 
removal of the 5 per cent excise tax 
on automobiles and motorcycles; Bill 
No. 2892, for the removal of the 3 per 
cent excise tax on motor trucks, and 
Bill No. 2893, for removal of the 5 per 
cent tax on tires, inner tubes, parts and 
accessories. 

By seeking the repeal of these items 
in three separate bills, the sponsors 
believe that should there be opposition 
to the automobile and motorcycle tax 
repeal, they would still have a chance 
to repeal the tax on trucks and_acces- 
sories. 

There should be no further discrimi- 
nation, however, on any automotive 
product, Mr. Clancy declared in intro- 
ducing the bills. 


Compulsory Liability Asked 


The passage of a Maryland State law 
compelling every motor vehicle driver 
in Maryland and approximately 50,000 
from the District of Columbia to carry 
insurance protecting those whom he 
might injure or whose property he might 
damage has been asked by the Auto- 
mobile Club of Maryland in a resolution 
sent to the State Legislature. 

This law, members say, is aimed at 
“financially irresponsible” drivers who 
injure innocent persons and are unable 
to give satisfactory compensation for 
the damage done. The club has an- 
nounced its intention of pressing the 
legislation at the next session of the 
Legislature. 


D. & D. Transfer Co. Leases 
Warehouse 


The D. & D. Transfer Co., Indianapolis, 
has taken a lease on a six-story rein- 
forced concrete warehouse building, mid- 
way between steam and traction freight 
depots and one and one-half blocks from 
the Union Passenger Depot, and will con- 
duct it in connection with the transfer 
business. 

The building, located on a railroad 
siding, is equipped with steam heat, vac- 


uum sprinkler system and has three 


freight elevators to serve the 83,000 sq. 
ft. of storage space.

After being off the American market 
for some years the Saurer truck has 
returned with a 6%-ton chassis with 
many unusual features of design.

receive loads near the floor, resulting in 
there being little room for mechanism 
beneath. The load deck, therefore, is 
a cantilever, built of heavy formed 
plates on long, large section steel arms. 
Each of the two arms at the supported 
ends carries two large rollers fitted with 
double row ball bearings. 

The two platform arms also carry the 
moving portion of the hoist mechanism 
which counterbalances a portion of plat- 
form weight. The hoisting or elevating 
of the load deck is accomplished by 
means of an Elwell-Parker fully in- 
closed motor connected to a double 
grooved hoist drum forming an efficient 
self-contained unit located just over 
battery compartment. 

Two single straight running plow 
cables run over two sheaves at top of 
elevator uprights, thence to two grooved 
drums carried on the elevator heaa 
parallel to main hoist drum. These 
cables drive the drums, which in turn 
drive two heavy pinions, one on either 
end of the drum support shaft. 

When the two single cables are wound 
in on main drum by motor, the secondary 
drums revolve and the pinions travel up 
the heavy racks on elevator columns 
carrying the elevator head and platform 
with them. Each of the two cables 
carries less than 25 per cent of the load. 
Any stretching of cables is automatically 
compensated. 

These two pinions with the forward 
flanged rollers assure a level platform, 
regardless of load distribution. 

The platform has a patented tapered 
nose and is in plain view when in lowest 
position. All moving parts are inclosed. 
All electric wiring on dash is inclosed. 


New Federal Truck

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OHIO’S MOTOR TRUCK 
LAW IS ATTACKED 


HE entire motor vehicle license sys- 

tem of Ohio may be knocked into a 
cocked hat, it was indicated, when suit 
to restrain Secretary of State Brown 
from collecting license fees under the 
law was filed in Franklin County Com- 
mon Pleas Court by Fisher Bros. Co., 
operators of a chain of grocery stores 
in Cuyahoga County. 

The suit raises the question of the 
constitutionality of the law, which at- 
torneys for the Cleveland concern allege 
does not operate uniformly upon every 
person covered by the Act; is not general 
in its operation; that the tax imposed is 
unjust and unfair discrimination be- 
tween the owners of trucks of different 
manufacture, and constitutes confisca- 
tion of property without due process of 
law, because fees collected exceed the 
value of the privileges conferred or the 
burden imposed by the use of the high- 
ways. 

Sections of the Act to which the truck 
owners object specifically are those 
providing a license fee: 

For each commercial vehicle having 
more than 25 and not more than 30 hp., 
$12, and in addition thereto, 30 cents 
for each 100 lb. gross weight. of vehicle 
and load. 

For each commercial vehicle having 
more than 30 hp., $20, and in addition, 
80 cents for each 100 lb. gross weight 
of vehicle and load. 





Paint Co. Leases Space 


The Sherwin-Williams Co., perhaps 
the largest paint and varnish makers in 
the world, has leased space from the 
Central Storage & Forwarding Co. and 
the trustees of the Central Manufactur- 
ing District, Chicago, in the C. M. D.

. manager of a western branch of a large 

eastern house was recently called upon to 
discharge several salesmen and cut down his 
branch house force in an effort to effect econ- 
omies which would leave something for the 
stockholders at the end of the year. Follow- 
ing instructions he discharged salesmen, sten- 
ographers, clerks and cut his warehouse force 
down to the lowest possible point and then, on 
reviewing the situation, he found it about as 
follows: 


Having discharged his salesmen his orders 
naturally fell off to an alarming extent and on 
account of the changes in his organization he 
found it necessary to spend a very large por- 
tion of his time looking after detail work 
which should have been cared for by an em- 
ploye at a nominal salary. 


As he had charge of all sales this of course 
further reduced the output and he found his 
rent was entirely out of proportion to his in- 
come. A further study of his business devel- 
oped the fact that his cost for branch house 
service, not including sales expense or office 
rental ran nearly $250 for each car handled. 
Inquiry showed that he could handle his prod- 
uct through an established public warehouse 
where every detail of handling, storage and 
shipping could be cared for at from $60 to $75 
per car and included in this cost was the super- 
vision which had taken so much of his time. 


Acting on the information secured he has 
disposed of his lease, placed his stock with a 
warehouse, re-employed some of his salesmen 
and is again going after business. Under the 
new method he finds it possible to arrive at an 
exact cost for handling spot stocks as com- 
pared with an estimated cost under the old 
method.—Sid Smith.
